During the ta time, when the 
demand is heavy, this head was found inade- 
quate, whilst at night, when demand is low, 
it was fairly good. The necessary increase 
of pressure required during the day time was 
effected by erecting the stand pipe, which 
during pumping Hours—viz., 71.20 a.m. morn 
ing to 6 p.m. aftérnoon—increases the pres- 
sure from 60 feet head to 120 feet head. 

The stand pipe consists of two vertical legs 
of 8inch diameter cast iron pipes, each leg 
55 feet high over ground, 6 feet apart, and 
connected across on the top with an 8 inch 
pipe, and surmounted with a heavy air valve. 
At the bottom the legs are connected to the 
pumping main into the service reservoir, and 
on this main and between the two vertical 
legs is fixed a reflux valve, which closes 
automatically against the tank when the 
pumps are working, and when the pumps 
stop this. valve opens and allows the water to 
flow from the reservoir to the town. 

When the pumps are working the valve 
closes, and the water mounts the rising 
vertical pipe of the stand pipe, and the 
surplus falls.over the top and down the drop 
leg and into the reservoir. Thus, whilst the 
pressure is increased all over the town, the 
service reservoir is being also filled for use at 
night. 

When pumping ceases in the evening the 
water drops in the vertical rising pipe, and 
the head of water in the service reservoir 
opens the reflux valve, and supplies the town 
under the old low pressure head. 

The stand pipe and steel tower are now 
working for some time, and are highly satis- 
factory, and the pressure over the town is

BRICKLAYERS.

Builders in London are complaining of 
a scarcity of skilled bricklayers. It is stated 
that since the War there has been a falling- 
off in the craftsmanship of men trained in 
the industry. In trade union circles, as well 
as among employers, the opinion was ex 


pressed that the question of apprenticeship |

attention, particularly in view of the develop- 
ment of building schemes. 

Contractors state that with the building 
construction uow in progress there 1s no 
reason why an efficient craftsman in London 
should be without work. . Builders are finding 
it necessary to employ skilled men to work 
overtime, and a case was mentioned where 
concrete was used instead of bricks for 
the internal walls of a large London building 
in consequence of the scarcity of bricklayers. 
The difficulty, it was stated, was eventually 
overcome -by the contractors being. allowed 
to employ men to work overtime. 

But there are builders who contend that 
the possession of such a permit from trade 
union officials is giving contractors an advan 
tage over firms who have not the same 
facility in regard to the employment of 
labour. At the present time, it is stated. 
in consequence of the demand for skilled 
workers, craftemen seek employment where 
they can work longer hours and earn more 
money than would be possible where overtime 
is not allowed, It is also suggested that 
inducements offered in association with 
speculative building in the suburbs are re- 
sponsible to some extent for the scarcity of 
skilled bricklayers in TLondon. 

In no part of England is the building 
industry so huey as it is in London, and the 
scarcity of men equal in skill to those trained 
before the War is regarded as a serious 
problem.

The Central Electricity Board haye decided 
to spend £20,000,000 in the next five years 
on British electrical equipment ‘and Jabour in 
connection with the grid scheme: for Great 
Britain ; 

Already tenders for big ceoutracts are being 
called for in connection with the. work for 
eight out of the ten areas which are to he 
covered 

The plens for the ninth area, that of 
Scuthern Scotland, will be submitted by the 
Klectricity Commission for approval by the 
Board hefore Christmas. 

According to present plans, the Board will 
he in a position. to supply electricity from 
the grids hy 1935 throughout the country. 
In some areas in the south electricity 1s 
already being supplied.

An important step in the development of 
Galway port was made by the Galway 
Harbour Commissioners, when they adopted 
a £56,000 scheme submitted by the harbour 
engineer, Mr. W. N. Binns, B.E., by which 
tenders will be able to enter or leave the 
docks at any stage of the tide. 

The following was the scheme submitted 
by Mr. Binns and adopted by the Com- 
missioners :— 

“ You referred to me the question of pro- 
viding such accommodation as would permit 
the tender sailing from Galway docks at al! 
states of the tide. There are four principal 
works that must be undertaken if this object 
is to be achieved : 

“ (1) The bar between the Currane or Red 
Buoy must be deepened to 12 feet below 
Admiralty level. (This was recommended in 
the report of Siw John Griffith and Sir Cyril 
Kirkpatrick, consulting engineers to the Com. 
missioners). I propose only deepening this 
channel for half the width (150 feet) cf that 
proposed by Sir John Griffith and Sir Cyril 
Kirkpatrick, as a channel of this width would 
be sufficient to allow the tender to ply at 
all states of the tide. The minimum figure 
that can, in my opinion, be estimated for this 
work is £15,000, 

(2) The second: essential is to cut away 
such width of rock lying in front of the 
Dun Aengus dock as will afford the necessary 
depth of water for the tender to enter and 
leave the dock at all states of the tide. 
The cutting of this rock would form portion 
of the rock recommended to he rémoved by 
your consulting engineers. The minimum 
estimate that can be placed on this rock 
removal down to 12 feet below Admiralty 
level would be £30. 000. 

“ (3) The entrance to the dock would not 
be rendered safe. unless an extension pier 
Were carried out from its. eastern entrance 
for a length of about 100 feet. This extension 
could now be carried out and would form 
part of the work recommended by your con- 
sulting engineers. The cost of this extension 
mer would be about £7,000. 

‘* (4) The removal of the mud accumulated 
in the bottom of the dock for a depth of 
about 9 feet at a cost of £2,000.

“The total cost would be about “£56,700. 
after allowing for contingencies.. All these 
works, would form portion of the larger scheme 
recommended by the Council's . consu!ting 
engineers. 


BUENOS AIRES’ TRADE

from the third van. In this van were two 
bags containing registered packets, one for 
New York and the other for Montreal. He 
believed that these bags were the last to 
come out of the van.

TO CLOSE. 


GOVERNMENT URGED 
TO TAKE ACTION.

From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
LAMERICK, Wednesday. 

At the meeting of the County Limerick 
Agricultural Committee, Mr. J. Quaide (Chair- 
man) presiding, Mr. John McCormack, County 
Councillor, said that he had observed by the 
Press that Messrs, Rank, millers, had served 
a weeks notice on their staff of the City 
Rollers Mill, Limerick, terminating their 
employment. The result oí the notice was 
that a hundred millers would be thrown idle 
on Friday morning—that was a very serious 
matter. It was said that the closing of the 
mill was due to trade depression; but he did 
not hesitate to say that it was a manufacturing 
depression. Since Messrs. Rank came into 
Limerick not one pound of baker’s flour was 
manufactured in the city. Prior to the 
advent of Messrs. Rank, baker’s flour was 
manufactured in the city in large quantities. 
They would, therefore, realise that all the flour 
now used in Limerick by bakers was imported. 
They had protested against the transfer of 
control to an English combine, but all their 
Ea had been unheeded by the Free State 

agen of Industry and Commerce. 

e proposed the following resoiution :'— 

“ That, we call on the Free State Ministry 
for Industry and Commerce to at once take 
action to prevent the closing of the Limerick 
City Roller Mill and the unemployment of a 
hundred men. We would specially draw his 
attention to the great hailichio which would 
be inflicted on those men and their families."’ 

Mr. Mitehell, County Councillor, seconding 
the resolution, said that he was not one bit 
surprised at the deveigpment that had taken 
place.

a travesiy of God. 

The redemption of the world from sin was 
the object that moved the Almighty to give 
the world Jesus Christ. And so the word 
‘“Incarnate’’ was actually God Himself in 
human form. 

Ji was an incontestable fact that Jesus, after 
a lapse of twe thousand years, was still 
living with undiminished vitalitv in the 
minds and hearts of Christians.

WORK OF THE CATHOLIC 
TRUTH SOCIETY. 
DEFECTS’ IN THE 
CENSORSHIP ACT, 


The Archbishop of Cashel (the most Rev. 
Dr. Harty) presided at the annual meeting of 
the Council of the Catholic Truth Society of 
Ireland in the Gresham Hotel, Dublin, 
yesterday. 

The annual report, which was read by Mr. 
F. O'Reilly, secretary, stated that the long 
delay in constituting the Censorship Board, 
and the consequent delay in the issue of 
regulations for the making of complaints, 
prevented action on an adequate scale being 
taken by the Society during the year to co- 
operate in making the Act a success. Some 
hundreds of friends of the Society assisted in 
the examination of imported magazines, 
of newspapers and of books. Every one of 
160 publications were systematically examined 
and reported on, not only from the pomt of 
view of the Censorship of Publications Act, 
but also in respect of their attitude to 
Catholic truth in its varied aspects. 

The examination revealed that the imported 
Press, apart from that section with which it 
was hoped the law would be able to deal, was 
largely in the highest degree menacing to the 
Catholic and Christian mind of the country. 

The Society s experience had revealed. too, 
that the Censorship Act was in many respects 
deficient, and it was hoped that early oppor- 
tunity would be taken to have it amended. 
The regulations for the laying of complaints 
had been found to be both cumbersome and 
expensive. 


PEOPLE'S LAOK OF INTEREST. 

Mr. O'Reilly added that since the report 
had been written they had had greater ex 
erience, but this only tended to bring it 
ome to them more clearly that, as far as the 
regulations were concerned, it was imperative 
that they should be amended if the Act was 
to be effective. Of the eleven papers banned, 
the Catholic Truth Society reported on eight, 
and the Society also was responsible for the 
banning of most of the twenty-eight books 
which had been prohibited. 

As a matter of fact, no complaints had been 
lodged by any individual or body outside the 
Catholic Truth Society, and in this respect, 
the Censorship Board had reason to complain 
of the lack of interest by the people of Ireland 
in the working of the Act. 

Dean D’Alton, P.P., V.G., Ballinrobe, in 
proposing the adoption of the report, said 
that it was regrettable that a copious stream 
of bad literature continued to pour imto the 
country from the other side. Something had 
been done by the Censorship Act to stem the 
tide, but, as it was proving ineffective, other 
measures should be takeu. Complaint had 
been made as to the manner in which the Act 
was being carried out—that it was not being 
enforced with sufficient vigour. 

He supposed that it all rested on the 
Minister for Justice, but he would be slow 
to pass a vote of censure on Mr. FitzGerald- 
Kenney, who was an old frend of 
his, and who represented the constituency 
in which he (Dean D’Alton) lived. He was 
sure that the Minister's sympathies were 
entirely with them, and that all that was 
necessary was that pressure should be kept 
up, so that the machinery of the Censorship 
Act would be made as nearly perfect as pos- 
sible. Jt was obvious that the regulations 
made by the Minister for Justice could be 
simplified and put in a different way, and 
that the Act could be enforced more effec 
tively, 


SALE OF CONTRACEPTIVES. 

“ I have heard it stated, with regard to the 
sale of contraceptives,’’ Dean D’Alton went 
on, ‘that, because the Protestants of this 
country are not out of sympathy with that 
sort of thing, it is unfair to penalise them 
by prohibiting their sale here. Why, after 
all, in this Catholic country, should we con 


sult the five or six per cent. of people of | 


the other faith in a matter like this, or damn 
the souls of our people to oblige them’ 
When they were in power in this countr) 
they had not a great deal of sympathy or 
toleration for us. While we would be sorry 
to impose on them the injuries they inflictad 
upon us, we will not go so far as to tolerate 
the sale and purchase of contraceptives just 
because it might interfere with their suscepti 
bilities.’”’ 

Pointing out that was there in 
regard to books and Dean D' Alten 
baked : Why should not the same thing appls 
in regard to the sale and purchase of contra 
ceeptives? In that respect the law might be 
enforced more rigorously, and. if found in 
sufficient, it ought to be supplemented. He 
was certain that, if proper representations 
were made to him, the Minister for Justice 
would do his duty, 


SCHOOL LIBRARIES. 

Canon McKenna, Dromore, seconded, anc 
said that it was very necessary that the 
voters should be educated, so that the neces 
sary amendments to the Censorship Act 
should be made the earliest possible 
moment. A great deal could be done by 
securing the children at the schools before 
their taste was corrupted by the pernicious 
literature circulating in the country. This 
could be done by the formation of small 
school libraries, with books suitable for child 
ren. He did not mean “ goody-goody ”’ 
béoks, but entertaining, elevating and in 
structive books, by which the children would 
he educated as to the selection of books 
thev would read in after life. 

The Chairmat, in putting the resolution. 
congratulated the Society on what it had 
done in connection with the Censorship Act 
There were defects in it, and the time had 
come when it ought to be submitted to 
revision. The Catholic Truth wanld 
give every help in any effort that might be 
made to improve the regulations 

The report was adopted, and the meeting 
went into private session,

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NORTHERN IRELAND 
WARRANTS. 


WILL-FREE STATE 
GOVERNMENT ACT? 
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While Irish Free State warrants are execut- 
able in Northern Ireland, Northern Ireland 
warrants cannot be executed in the Irish Free 
State. That is the anomalous state of affairs 
existing at the moment, and there is little 
prospect of a change. 5 

The matter was referred to by Viscount 
Charlemont in reply to a question in the 
Northern Parliament on Tuesday. _ |. 

In an interview yesterday, an official of 
the Free State Department of Justice told an 
lrish Times representative that the position 
was, that Irish Free State warrants could be 
executed in England, Scotland, Wales or 
Northern Ireland, and warrants from all these 
countries, except Northern Ireland, could be 
executed in the Free State. It was a ques- 
tion of jurisdiction, and the Free State autho- 
rities had no more power to execute a Northern 
Ireland warrant here than they had to execute 
a warrant from Russia. 

“ Up to the present,” said the official, “ we 

have never had any very serious Case. 0 
only trouble is that Northern Ireland people 
say to us: ‘We execute your warrants for 
you; you are not executing ours, and that is 
not fair.’ ”’ 
The official agreed that it was unfair, and 
thought that steps should have been taken 
to remedy the matter. There had been too 
much legislation here, and the Government 
had not had time to deal with the question 
of executing Northern warrants here. ; 

Then, again, there was the consideration 
that if Northern Ireland came into the Free 
State to-morrow this trouble would dis- 
appear. Consequently, if a Minister intro 
duced a bill in the Dail to make Northern 
Ireland warrants executable in the Irish Free 
State, it would be tantamount to saying 
that there was no hope of Northern Ireland 
coming into the Free State. No Minister or 
Government would like to do that. 

It conld be done only by legislation, and 
the question was: Would the Government 
face the position, and say: “We will have 
to act, no matter how disagreeable it will 


he?”

. CAREER OF MADAME 
DE STAEL.

THE LADY ARDILAUN 
LECTURES, 


- 


At Alexandra College, Dublin, yesterday 
ternoon, Professor Robert Balmain Mowat, 
.A., of Corpus Christi College, Oxford, and 

essor of French History in the University 

Bristol, continued his lectures, under the 

Ardilaun Foundation, on the supject, of 
* Women and the French Ideal ” 

In his opening lecture on Tuesday after- 
moon Professor Mowat dealt with Joan of 
Arc, as the product of the military and 
religious spirit of France. Yesterday after- 
moon he took for his discourse Madame de 
Stael, who might be said to be the product 
of the salon, that characteristic feature of the 
social life of France in the eighteenth, and 
part of the nineteenth, century. The salon 
was what might be called in these modern 
days a lady receiving ' At Home.” The 
great ladies of the French aristocracy in the 
eighteenth century were in the habit of re- 
cetving at certain times. They aimed at 
bringing together all that was best, as they 
thought it, in French life. The great accom- 
plishment of the salon was that it brought 
together for the first time, on terms of 
equality, the high aristocracy, men of letters 
and of the arts. In the salon they met on terms 
of equality; equality of wit and of intellect. 
Rousseau, writing in the year 1760, said that 
in his time in the salon the conversation was 
natural and easy, and the manners there, 
though always polite and polished, were un- 
afiected. The salon was apparently successful 
in bringing together all the best. elements 
in French life. Madame de Stael was the 
product of a particular sajon. 

AN INTERESTING COMPARISON. 

Professor Mowat drew a very interesting 
comparison between Madame de Stael and 
another great product of the salon, Madame 
de Sevigne, who was of an earlier date. The 
latter was a great conversationalist, and her 
writings are simply her conversations put on 

aper. Madame de Sevigne had a great 
interest in life—her daughter, to whom she 
wrote her letters. She was purely domestic 
Madame de Stael was one of the greatest 
conversationalists of France, and her writings, 
which were rather sljpshod, were simply con- 
versational phrases put into her books, but 
Madame de Stael, whilst highly domestic, 
aimed at playing a great 7é/e on the stage 
of the world, and in the end succeeded in 
doing so. It migkhé be claimed for Madame 
de Stael that she was representative of one 
of those great transitional periods between a 
great age passing away and a great age 
coming. She was the representative of the 
philsophic, rational and sensible age of the 
eighteenth century, and, on the other hand, 
she was one of the makers and discoverers 
of the Romantic movement, which was to 
give all its colour to nineteenth century 
literature and politics. 

SERIOUS-MINDED AT THIRTEEN. 

Louise Germaine Necker—that was the 
maiden name of this great lady—was born 
mi 22nd April, 1766, her father being the 
fasnous Monsieur Necker, banker of Geneva, 
who was twice First Minister of Louis XVI. 
He was a man of very broad mind, great 
public spirit, an honourable business man, and 
a careful statesman. He was a Protestant of 
Geneva, almost puritanical in religious out- 
look. He had his house at Coppet, on the 
shores of Lake Geneva. 

The mother of Madame de Stael, as vife 
of the First Minister, naturally had the 
opportunity to form a salon, Young Ger- 
maine grew up precociously in that wonderful 
salon, where came such Gibbon, 
the historian: the Abbé Renard, Grimm, 
the correspondent of Catherine the Second 
of Russia: Diderot of the Encyclopedia. At 
the ace of thirteen they found Germaine en- 
gaged in serious and conversation 
with these eminent mother’s 
drawingroom. Her health suffered, however, 
and she was sent to the parente] home at 
Coppet. There it was that Germaine’s 
genius was reallv formed. There she dreamed 
her dreams, walking by the lake-side and 
making pilgrimages to the places Rousseau 
had lived in 

MARRIAGE ARRANGED. 

Rousseau and Jater she 
wrote a work on which had been 
stvled a veritable hymn. From Coppet. after 
her health had been restored, she returned 
to Paris, and Marie Antoinette, who was 
then Queen, arranged for her. in 1786. a 
grand marriage with Baron de Staél of Hol) 
stein, who was Ambassador of Sweden to 
France. The marriage did not prove happy, 
though there were three children, and. after 
ten years, Madame de Staél separated from 
her husband. whom she ; once again— 
on his death-bed in 1802. In 
that great event which 
foundations of Europe. In 
writings Madame de Staél described the 
French Revolution as like a man falling 
through the air until he reached the ground, 
with a shock. She lived through that 
Revolution, at first rather pleased with the 
Way things were going. hut the Reign of 

error, in September. 1793, brought about 
the departure of her father and herself from 
Faris to Coppet. 

Usually the lot of exiles was bitter. but. 
though Monsieur Necker left behind him two 
million livres, he was never handicapped for 
want of means, and Madame de Stael was 
wealthy enough to buy houses where she 
willed, and to travel where she liked. Her 
exile came to an end in 1794, when there 
occurred the reaction which put an end to 
the reign of terror, and brought in the Go- 
vernment of the Directorate. 

RETURN TO PARIS. 

Returning to Paris, Madame de Stael 
accepted the new position, and immediately 
stood forth as the publicist! of Europe. She 
wrote an appeal to Mr. Pitt, and to the 
Directorate, asking the. one to accept the 
new position in France and give up the 
indonmyntable effort to wage wat against the 
French Republic, and, on the other hand, 
an internal appeal to all parties in France 
to give up thoughts of revenge and adopt a 
process of reconciliation. That was cer- 
tainly statesmanlike, and a remarkable thi ur 
coming from a young woman Though the 
appeal did not. sueceed, it brought adame 
de Stael on to the slage oh Europea p litics, 
and certainly established her nanf 

That was in 1795 When Bon: 
on the scene, Madame 
favourably on his arrival as a 
soctal order. He was the 
ancient French boundaries, the cleAnser of 
public government from c rruption; but that 
impression lasted only a year or two before 
she observed in him the autocrat and tyrant. 

She had now a the great men 
of the time all came to her heuse. includ- 
ing Benjamin Constant, the young Swiss, 
who rehearsed there the speech against 
Napoleon which he afterwards made in the 
Consulate, and which led to Madame de 
Stael being marked down fo expulsion. She 
still, however. remained in France, main- 
taining her now really anti Bonapartist ealon, 
until, in 1805, she had to leave the country. 

HER FEAR AND COURAGE. 

Madame de Stael was a lady with a curious. 
though not uncommon, mixture of fear and 
courage, of nervousness and steadiness: she 
hated the idea of police visits, and was 
frightened by the prospect of imprisonment. 
Yet she could not forbear standing up against 
the terrible First Consul of France. And 
while she had frequent indications that the 
authorities were not favourable. she still re- 
mained on in the capital and engaged in her 
inveterate habit of w riting. She maintained 
a stream of correspondence, all of which must 
have been examined by the authorities. In 
October, 1800, Napoleon actually said she 
would be arrested, and Madame, hearing this. 
went for a short time to Coppet, but returned 
in the month of November and took a house 
af, Maffliers, a short distance from. Paris, 
where again she kept salon. 

But it was only for a short time, for Bona- 
parte. finding the situation growing ridiculous, 
sent an officer, Lieutenant Gaudriot, to take 
her personally in charge and lead her to the 
frontier. 

Very humorously the 'ecturer described the 
reception and treatment of the lieutenant, 
and of Madame de Stael's coming to the house 
of Joseph Bonaparte, the First  Consul’s 
brother. The situation was ended by Bona- 

rte issuing a permit to allow her to remain 
“ the country. but outside the capital, and 
then, having obtained permission to remain in 
the country, Madame de Stael immediately 
left. France, and began the second part of her 
eareer, which she had the effrontery to call 
“Ten Years of Exile.” . 

While out of France she wielded her pen 
with terrible effect, the ten years being spent 
in most of the countries that really mattered. 

spent a considerable time in Ger 
many, and talked with Schiller and Gothe. 
her impressions being written in her book, 
“De jJ'Allemagne, ' published later in 1813. 
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Falling Stars:

the clovds of locusts in vast flocks. In 
Holland they are extraordinarily tame. 
and may sometimes he seen vlavying with 
children in the gardens and farmvards.

A Secret of Histcrv. 


The authorship of ‘‘ Junius " is one of 
the hardy literary, annuals over which con- 
troversialists can always contend, but on 
which, apparently, they are unable to cast 
any new gleam of light. Just now it is 
the theme for argument in Vancouver, 
and I note with amusement the cocksure- 
ness with which some of the correspon- 
dents put forward’ the name of Henry 
Grattan. None of them seems to have 
heard or read: that the brilliant Irishman, 
when credited with the authorship of the 
famous letters, in 1805, indignantly dis- 
avowed it, exclaiming, with emphasis, 
‘‘ No, sir, I am not Junius.’’ His inter- 
rogator seems not to have known that 
Grattan was a mere youth when these 
mysterious epistles were riveting the 
attention of politicians on both sidés of the 
Channel. Burke and Flood were also re- 
puted to have written. them, but each 
denied all responsibility; ‘‘ Junius’’ 
certainly was sure of himself when he 
wrote: “ I am the sole depository of my 


secret, and it shall die with me.”’ 
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She also went to lialy and was justly 
recognised as one of the re-discoverers ot | 
Italy. Here she got material for her book, 
“ Corinne,” which brought out very clearly 
all the romantic and classical elements of that 
land. The next three years she spent at 
Coppet, where she re-established her salon, 
and here, in 1811, she found the domestic 
happiness she had been seeking, in ‘her 
marriage with a young Swiss officer, M. de 
Rocca. 

Professor Mowat went on to describe 
Madame de Stael’s visits to Vienna, St.. 
Petersburg, and later to England, which 
country was thenthe backbone of Continental 
resistance to Napoleon. From England she 
returned triumphantly when Louis was re 
stored to France. 

HOW SHE DIED. 

On her return she immediately made an 
appeal for Constitutional Royalism, not for 
the republicanism that was gone, nor for 
the antocracy it was hoped to establish. She 
lived down to the year 1817, through the 
Restoration, always sentimental, with all the 
sensibilities of the eighteenth century. Or 
the 14th Julv. 1817. she had herself wheeled 
into her gardens. plucked roses, and gave one 
to each of her friends. dying the same night 

Shortly before her death she made use of as 
phrase to Chateaubriand. who was one of 
her greatest friends, a phrase that was her 
true epitaph: “1 have always been the same. 
lively and sorrewful. 1 have loved God, my 
father and freedom.” -

He is an authority on French 
history, and his Ardilaun Lectures are 
based on that subject. 


Wiiliam Penn in Ireland. 


A recent biography of William Penn, 
the founder of Pennsylvania, claims that 
much of that great statesman’s organising 
ability was due to the training which he 
had acquired in the management of his 
father’s estates in Ireland. In 1666, when 
Penn was 22, he was sent to County Cork. 
where, for the next two years, he carried 
out the business with which he had been 
entrusted to the complete satisfaction of 
his father, Admiral Penn. Before coming 
to Ireland, Penn had been converted to 
Quakerism by the preaching of Thomas 
Loe, a disciple of George Fox. In the 
city of Cork he again met Thomas Loe, 
was imprisoned by the Mavor for attend- 
ing » Quaker meetin, and later released 
on the intervention of the Lord President 
of the Council of Munster. On Penn’s 
return to England he was at first on good 
terms with his father. but he soon out- 
raged the feelings of the Admiral because 
his conscience would not allow him to 
teke off his hat to anybody. not even the 
King. Having obtained a tract of terri- 
torv in America from the Crown in 
1681, Penn founded the. colony which 
heers his name. Vet bis Jifo work was 
not so much in the New World as in 
the Old. where he continued to fieht 
vigorously. and often violently. for the 
eause of liberty of conscience unt! his 


death at Rusecombe, Berkshire, in 1718. 
4 Familu of Soldiers. 


Brigadier-General Sir Hugh H. Stewart, 
of Lough Macrory Lodge, County Tyrone, 
who has just entered his seventy-third 
year, is a descendant of Captain Andrew 
Stewart, who accompanied Lord Achiltree 
from Scotland and settled at Gortigal, 
County Tyrone, three hundred years ago. 

The great-grandson of this Captain 
Stewart was. a member of Parliament for 
Tyrone in 1802-6, and, as Attorney-General 
for Ireland, he took a prominent part in 
the drafting of the Act of Union. He 
became the first Baronet, and his son, the 
second Baronet, was also M.P. for Tyrone. 
The third Baronet was D.L. for County 
Tyrone, and was Gentleman Usher to the 
Duke of Abercorn when Lord Lieutenant 
of Ireland. He died in 1905, and was then 
succeeded by his son, the present Baronet. 

General Stewart was formerly in com- 
mand of the 4th Royal Irish Fusiliers. 
He served in the South African and the 
European Wars, commanding in the latter 
the 77th Infantry Brigade. The heir to 
the baronetcy is his brother, Colonel 
George Powell Stewart, D.S.O., late of the

| MC ud-Splashing. 


The other day as I walked along the 
quays, watching the graceful evolutions of 
the gulls over the river, I received a shower 
of mud from a passing motor lorry, 
Dublin mud stains are difficult to re- 
move—perhaps, on account of the mixture 
of motor oils which they contain—and I 
thought that the wisest course was to send 
my damaged garments to the cleaners. 
Years ago, when there were not so many 
heavy motor vehicles on the streets, I re- 
membered an aggrieved citizen who, when 
his clothes were splashed with. mud, 
invariably approached the owner of the 
lorry, demanded compensation, and stood 
a good chance of getting it if the vehicle 
had not been-fitted with splash guards. 
In those days all heavy motor lorries 
were required by law to have these guards 
fitted to their wheels, but since large 
numbers of "buses have made their ap- 
pearance on the streets this regulation has 
become almost farcical. It would not, 
however, be fair to place the whole 
responsibility for mud-splashing on the 
motor vehicles; our civic fathers must 
take their share of the blame, for in 
many of the Dublin streets the drainage 
methods leave much to be desired. 


Ghe Garter King-of-Arms. 


Mr. Gerald Woods Wollaston, M.V.O., 
who, I understand, has been appointed to 
the important office of Garter King-of- 
Arms in the College of Heralds, is a weil- 
known Ulsterman, who during his residence 
in London has retained touch with his 
province by membership of the London 
Ulster Association. Mr. Wollaston is the 
only son of the late Sir Arthur Naylor 
Wollaston, K.C.I.E., a famous Persian 
scholar, and grandson of Sir Albert 
Woods, G.C.V.0., who succeeded his 
father in the office to which Mr. Wollaston 
has now been appointed. The new 
King-of-Arms was educated at Harrow 
and Cambridge, and became a member of 
the Inner Temple in 1899. He was 
appointed Bluemantle Pursuivant-of-Arms 
in 1906, and thirteen years later became 
Richmond Herald-of-Arms, and has come 
to be regarded as an expert authority on 
Coronation claims, his book on that sub- 
ject being the accepted authority. 

Mr. Wollaston married in 1908 a 
daughter of another distinguished Ulster-. 
man, Sir Robert McCall, K.C.V.0. He 
is a member of the Atheneum Club. 


Le orpulent ‘Birds. 


When the year was young the country 
wiseacre prophesied a great season of 
berries, and, to the high delight of the 
feather tribes. pomifer Autumnus is 
carrying out the promise of spring. Seldom 
have i seen birds so many or so fat 
flickering in and out the hedgerows after 
the rich store of blackberry and haw. 
The wet, too. has served them; for fine 
fat worms wriggle over the moist soil and 
down the throat of master thrush, and the 
blackbird plies his yellow bill with the 
insouciance of satiation. The other morn- 
ing I surprised on one bush three distinct 
types of finch, a bull with bloated feathers 
and beady, starting eyes dominating the 
group. The robin’s waistcoat rises over 
the corpulence of an epicure, a Thackerayan 
picture of that uniformed major of the 
regiment of birds; and there dwell hard 
by me a pair of thrushes who literally 
waddle with fat like aldermen pigeons. 
The sparrows alone, though prospering, 
are not puffed up, but their drab suiting 
seems a ] :;le better kept than usual. 
watched a chatter of twenty-three of them 
pick over an area of four square yards, 
with much noise and greedy behaviour, and 
was much amused to see them repair after 
feeding with one accord to the lid of a 
dustbin, and like a bevy of members in a 
crowded club room at luncheon, discuss 
with one enother for an appreciable spell 
the time of day. A little shower had 
whetted their appetites, and_ their 
behaviour warranted Swinburne’s observa- 
tion: ‘‘ Glad as birds are that get sweet 
rain at noon. '

There was a large gathering of the Dublin 
French Society at the High School, Har- 
court street, Dublin, yesterday afternoon, for 
the opening meeting of the new session. 

Particular interest attached to the visit 
of M. Charles Alphand, French Minister to 
the Irish Free State, to confer with the 
members of the Society.

NEW ERA. 

Sir Robert Tate, who presided over the 
conference, on behalf of the members of 
the Society, welcomed M. Alphand and his 
family to Dublin. The coming of the 
Minister to Dublin, he said, marked a new 
era in the relations between the two coun- 
tries, and the attendance of a Minister of 
France opened a new epoch for the French 
Society in Dublin. He paid a tribute to the 
excellent work done by M. Blanche, late 
Consul-General of France in the Free State, 
while he resided in Dublin. 

M. Charles Alphand dealt in witty fashion 
with many topics. seginning with a tribute 
to M. Blanche, he passed to a eulogy of the 
work done by the French Society, and hy 
Sir Robert Tate in Dublin on behalf of the 
French language and culture. As French 
as the French was their Fresident—an en- 
thusiast and an idealist. 

M. Alphand then proceeded to comment 
upon aspects of French history, and passed 
to an examination of the republican spirit 
from Jefferson to the Soviets. By virtue 
of its geographical situation, France had 
been enabled to do :aore for civilisation than 
countries differently situated, and it was be- 
cause of that situation that France and 
French culture had been able to exercise an 
unusual influence in Europe. 

AT HOME IN IRELAND. 

Turning to the French language, the 
Minister reviewed its position in literature 
and in drama, and the great wealth - of 
achievement which gave the language its tra- 
dition and its power. A Frenchman, he 
said, was as passionately attached to his 
language as was a golfer to his game. 

Coming to Ireland, he said, he at 
found himself really at home. He 
French villages in ‘Wicklow, and Nor- 
mandy in Howth. In Dublin he found 
himself among friends, and the warmth of 
the Irish welcome would make him regret 
if ever he had to leave. '

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A SULTAN'S MARRIAGE 
IN ENGLAND. 


CEREMONY 
OSQUE. 


Following their marriage yesterday at the 
Prince’s row Register Office, Sir Ibrahim, the 
Sultan of the State and Territory of Johore 
(Malay Peninsula), and Mrs. Helen Wilson, 
formerly the wife of Mr. William Brockie 
Wilson, drove from London to Woking with 
a party of friends for the religious ceremony 
at the Woking Mosque. They were met at 
the entrance to the mosque by the Imam, 
who greeted them warmly. The Sultan wore 
a dark suit and grey felt hat, while Mrs

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coat, with a hat of the same colour. 

The Sultan and his wife, who, before the 
ceremony began, posed for the photographers 
grouped at the rear of the building, sat facing 
the Imam, The service began with a recital 
of some verses from the Koran, which the 
Imam translated into English for the benefit 
of the bride. He proceeded to explain certain 
phases of the Moslem marriage law, saying 
that, in addition to the presence of two 
witnesses, there should be some dower to be 
settled upon the bride by the bridegroom. 
That was very essential, as it was done to 
safeguard the rights of the wife; for under 
Islamic law they were told that they should 
respect their wives more than anything else. 
The vital portion of the ceremony followed, 
the Imam asking Sir Ibrahim if he would 
accept Mrs. Wilson in lieu of a dower ‘of 
£5 which was to be settled by her upon him. 
The Sultan gravely assented. Thén Mrs. 
Wilson was asked, “Will you accept His 
Highness Sir Ibrahim as your husband in 
lieu.of a dower of £5 settled by him on you?” 
She smiled her assent. 

The Imam then declared the marriage to 
be valid according to Islamic rites, and after 
a brief prayer in silence the ceremony was 
at an end. 

Following a cordial leave-taking with the 
Imam, the Sultan of Johore and his English 
wife drove away for their honeymoon,

ENGLISH POETS?’ 
DEBT. 


LECTURE BY PRESIDENT 
OF MAGDALEN. 


—— 


S. Gordon, President of Magdalen 
College, Oxford, delivered the annual 
Warton lecture on English poetry at the 
rooms of the British Academy, Burlington 
Gardens yesterday. Mr. Gordon’s subject 
was “ Virgil in English Foetry,’’ and the 
lecture was the second in the series which 
is being given this week under arrangements 
made by the British Academy in conjunc- 
tion with the Classical Association and the 
Society for the Promotion of Roman Studies, 
in honour of the bi-millenary of the birth 
of Virgil. Mr. H. A. L. Fisher, President 
of the Academy, was in the chair. 

Mr. Fisher said that they had met 
on the Ides of October to celebrate 
bi-millenary of Virgil’s birth. The 
history of literary taste was, for the 
most part, a tissue of rapid changes, the 
renown and popularity of authors waxing and 
waning like the moon. But the fame of 
Virgil was a fixed star shining in the 
firmament with a _ steady light. Neither 
the .lapse of time nor the unremitting 
labour of the schools weakened the hold 
of the poet who inspired Dante and 
Petrarch, and gave to the Middle 
ages in the beautiful story of Dido, a 
favourite heroine of romance. It was, 
perhaps, some indication of the sustained 
perfection of his greatest work that there 
were no two books of the Aineid universally 
judged to be the best. If the popular 
favourites were the fourth and the sixth, 
Mr. Gladstone preferred the second, Mon- 
taigne the fifth, and Sainte-Beuve the 
eighth.

THE LECTURE. 

Mr. Gordon said that no single poet had 
exercised so long and so continuous a contr! 
over tha poetic production of this ccuntry 
as Virgil. Many, perhaps mest. ef our 
English poets who had practised Virgilian- 
ism had practised it twice over—in the poet's 
language and in their own. If the Roman 
temper that met us in almost everything that 
Virgil wrote had sometimes stemed to us an 
English thing, if to the eve of fancy our 
English fields, woods, and waters appeared 
at times to be coloured with more than 
northern grace, we owed this largely to our 
national worship cf the Virgilian muse. and 
to the tradition which so long made Virgil 
the companion of the English poet and the 
English gentleman. 

He had come to think that the most im- 
portant event in the modern history of Vir 
gilianism was the selection of Virgil’s life bv 
the humanists of the Renaissance as the 
model of what a poet's life should be. In 
Virgil’s profound and comprehensive studies. 
of which the full extent and accuracy were 
only beginning to be revealed. in his devotion 
to the honour of poets and poetry, in his réle 
of patriof, As the poet of his dav who 
conquered by studied artistry a stubborn 
language and a reluctant metre. in the 
candida anima noted in the man, and shining 
through all his work, lay much of the high 
professional inspiration which was at the root 
of such achievcments as “The Faerie Oueene ”' 
and ‘‘ Paradise Lost.” The more positive ard 
more easily defined Virgilian debts of Spenser 
and Milton were past counting. 

DRYDEN’S TRIUMPH. 

Spenser and Milton, having brought home 
the secrets of Virgil, it onlv remained to make 
h'm an English poet. Drvden translated him 
into English.

The Conservative Programme. 

To-day Mr. Stanley Baldwin formulates 
a policy which ought to be sufficiently 
definite to capture the polling booths. 
When Mr. Bennett announced Canada’s 
offer in the matter of tariffs to the 
Imperial Conference he crystallised the 
flux of wavering British opinion into a 
direct question, which demanded an 
equally direct answer. The Labour 
Government, misliking. such issues, 
plungeil into a welter of side-tracks with 


so sorry a cause, might have commanded 
general admiration. Since Mr. Snowden 
and others in the Cabinet refused to do 
violence to their Cobdenite feelings and 
since some gesture was necessary, much 
talk of import boards and bulk purchas- 
ings became the propriety of the hour. 
We may gauge the value of these 
possibilities from a speech delivered by 
Dr. Addison at Swindon several weeks 
previously, when he expressed Labour’s 
attitude, then untroubled by Mr. Bennett’s 
bombshell. ‘‘ In the case of wheat,’’ he 
said, “it would be possible to afford a 
securé home market... . through the 
quota system.” He was sure “ that it 
could be worked.” ‘“‘ This system, how- 
ever,” he added, “ could not be applied 
generally.”’ Is it necessary to enlarge 
when a Minister fot Agriculture suggests 
a remedy for his coantry’s wheat-growers 
which he admits t) be only of partial 
application ? 

Britain’s position to-day demands a 
more positive progtamme, and we turn 
with relief to Mr, Baldwin’s letter. ‘‘ The

While he is aware that details 
of imperial policy must, be left to joint 
consultation between the technical experts 
of the Dominions concerned, he does 
not. withhold a “ Yes’’ to Mr. Bennett’s 
offer as uncompromising as was Mr. 
Snowden’s “No” at The Hague. 
Moreover, his interpretation of the quota 
for cereals is as comprehensive as Dr. 
Addison’s was fragmentary. Indeed, the 
new—or, rather, developed—Conservative 
programme goes further even than Mr. 
Bennett had foreseen. Mr. Baldwin 
promises that a remunerative price shall 
be guaranteed to all home-growers of 
wheat, which shall ensure that all the grain 
that they produce will be absorbed into 
British bread, provided that an adequate 
standard of quality is maintained. When 
the home-growers’ needs are satisfied the 
residue of the market will be placed on a 
basis which will give preference to the 
Dominions, No imposition of tariffs 
would secure as much; for a fixed tariff 
is liable always to the attack of foreign 
bounty-fed dumping. Fruit and vegetables 
will be protected, and industries, pend- 
ing the evolution of a scientific scheme, 
will be safeguarded by “ emergency ”’ 
tariffs. A further project, which ought to 
interest Irish farmers, is the intention to 
tax foreign malting barley. 

Here is a healthy note of “ Halt, action 
front ”; and not less 
the halt which Mr.

national expenditure. No measures can 
restore Britain to her pristine prosperity 
which concern themselves onlyswith her 
revenue; it is easier, as the Labour 
Government has proved, to spend than to 
save.

We could wish 
that he had said more, but his realisation 
that “the youth of the country is being 
rapidly demoralised by the relaxation of 
conditions properly attached to what was 
intended to be a true insurance scheme ”’ 
shows that he has reached the root 
of Britain's evil. There can be no doubt 
that ‘‘ the sinister prospect of increased 
direct taxation in the next budget” is 
doing more to make unemployment a 
permanent institution than anything else. 
The Conservative Party has promised to 
remedy these things and the nation must 
choose. Both external needs, as repre- 
sented by the Imperial Conference, and 
internal needs, as expressed in terms cf 
unemployment, point in the same 
direction. Six years hence the English 
people, further vitiated by the present 
officially sponsored degeneration, may he 
too deeply sunk in lethargy to make an 
effort. The next general election is likely 
to be the most vital in England’s annals, 
and for it the only party which can help 
her has produced an adequate programme, 
It calls for sacrifice, but it is big with

Free State Harbours. 


An island country with inadequate 
harbours must be as unhealthy as a 
house with inadequate windows. For 
this reason we hope that the report of 
the Free State Ports and Harbours 
Tribunal, which we summarise to-day, will 
create the public opinion that, as its 
authors complain, has been lacking until 
now. The Tribunal was appointed four 
years ago, with a duty to examine the 
condition of the Free State’s harbours, 
large and small, and to suggest reforms. 
On this occasion there can be no charge 
of delay; for the task was heavy and the

interest for every maritime county of the 
Free State—and a series of recommenda- 
tions for their development, In the main 
the Tribunal’s proposals tend towards a 
common system of control and towards 
unanimity of method. They embrace a 
consolidation of the existing Harbour 
Acts and the division of the Free State’s 
ports into two classes. The first class 
would include Dublin, Cork, Limerick, 
Waterford, and, perhaps, Galway; and a 
constitution is suggested for these major 
ports. Among the fifteen members of 
every board would be four nominees of 
the Ministry of Industry and Commerce. 
The others would represent the Corpora- 
tion, the Chamber of Commerce and 
payers of tonnage rates; and a general 
manager would play the useful part which 
the new city manager is expected to play 
in Dublin’s municipal affairs. A similar, 
though modified, constitution is proposed 
for the smaller ports. In a further recom- 
mendation the Tribunal suggests that 
State loans, under proper guarantees, 
shall be provided for the development of 
harbours. The report has no element of 
surprise or novelty, but its mass of well- 
arranged facts and its quietly construc- 
tive proposals are very important con- 
tributions to “whe country’s economic 
knowledge. It does not seem to demand 
immediate action from Parliament or from 
the Executive. Its real influence, as we 
hope, will be on public opinion, upon 
whi-h it will impress the still undeveloped 
opportunities of wealth that the Free 
State’s harbour-studded coasts contain. 
Even now examples are not wanting— 
Foynes is one of them—of the gains that 
foresight and enterprise can confer within 
The Free State’s trade is 
improving, and soon the triumph of the 
policy of imperial preferences may 
multiply it. Soon also, as the report 
foresees, the advance of aviation may 
create new needs and new chances of 
progress around our coasts. In view of 
such possibilities we welcome—and the 
Irish people ought to welcome—this 
exhaustive and suggestive survey. 


Land in Rumania. 


The troubles of Rumania are concerned 
with deeper and more vital matters than 
its royal succession. Their roots lie in 
the soil. Rumanian national economy, 
like that of Ireland, is based on agricul- 
ture; but the state of agriculture in 
Rumania, unlike that in Ireland, has been 
going from bad to worse since the Great 
War. The evil of State interference is 
shown nowhere more clearly than in the 
consequences of the Agrarian Reform Law. 
This measure, now nearly twelve years 
in practice, distributed the land of 
Rumania to the peasants, but made no 
arrangement to provide them with either 
stock or capital. No organised system of 
credit existed, says the Balkans Corre- 
spondent of The Times, and the new 
occupants were compelled to borrow on 
exorbitant terms from small banks and 
from money-lenders. During the post-war 
years, when Rumania’s currency was 
inflated, the prices of agricultural produce 
soared, and the high rates of interest 
seemed to be justified; but, when the 
currency was stabilised two years ago, the 
price of produce fell abruptly, and most 
of the farmers are head over ears in debt. 
The average debt on every hectare is some 
£5, and a rate of interest, amounting on 
the average to 23.2 per cent., makes 
redemption well-nigh impossible. Under 
such a burden the debtors are becoming 
restive. They have formed a ‘“‘ League 
against Usury,’ and there were serious 
riots against money-lenders during the 
summer. Three Rumanian Solons have 
come forward with schemes for a 
seisachtheia, but their schemes involve 
huge sums of money, and, like the 
advocates of immediate ‘‘ de-rating’’ in 
the Free State, they are not quite certain 
how the money will be obtained. It is 
clear, at all events, that the Rumanian 
Government’s communistic experiment 1s 
bound to suffer some sort of change, lest 
graver trouble follow. 


Powers of Darkness. 


Some days ago we commented on the 
lamentable case of a Connaught farmer 
whom the infernal powers duped through 
the agency of a tinker. © Scoffers who, 
relying on that incident, conteai that 
Ireland is the last refuge of superstition 
will be confounded by the report of a 
still more glaring case on the rational soil 
of France. To one, Mme. Dobersecq, a 
tradeswoman in the neighbourhood of 
Amiens, came a gipsy in the guise of a 
hawker of lace, who, displaying her wares, 
remarked incidentally that there had been 
many fires in the district, which, to her 
certain knowledge, was under the curse 
of a particularly nasty-minded demon. 
Apparently none save the gipsy was 
acquainted with the unpleasant fellow’s 
modus operandi, and she offered, says 
the Paris Correspondent of the Daily 
Telegraph, to tell Mme. Dobersecq if she 
personally was threatened. Demons, how- 
ever, dislike to be approached directly, so 
that an elaborate ritual was needed. 
Taking three hairs from Mme. Dobersecq’s 
head, the gipsy woman wrapped them in 
paper, burnt them—and, behold, upon the 
scorched paper there appeared the mark 
of a cloven hoof. Who could resist so 
definite a portent? The gipsy received £60 
with which to placate the demon ; but £60 
is not enough to satisfy supernatural 
tastes, and he sent back his minion to 
obtain. a sum that would not offend his 
dignity, intimating that refusal would 
visit unspeakable penalties on the daughter 
In all the credulous Mme. 
Dobersecq lost £180, and she has come 
gradually to the conclusion that, perhaps, 
the whole affair smacks less of Satan than 
of the sharper. It is comforting to learn 
that simple faith has not vanished from 
the earth.

ARMISTICE DAY,

One of the questions under discussion at 
the Cabinet meeting held this morning was 
the observance of Armistice Day, and it is 
understood that the Whitehall ceremony 
will be carried out exactly as it wan last 
year, and that the King will attend in 
person, if his health and the weather 
permit. Otherwise His Majesty’s place 
will be taken by the Prince of Wales. 
as it was last year. It will be recalled 
that last year there was a reduction 
in the number of the military present 
at the ceremonial, and a similar reduc- 
tion will be manifest again this year, 
The civilian side will be strengthened by 
the presence of the Dominion Prime 
Ministers, the members of the overseas 
delegations, and by a number of the dele- 
ates attending the India Round-Table 
er at In all respects the Cenotaph 
ceremonial will be as impressive as usual. 


The New Air Minister. 


Lord Amulree, who has been appointed 
Minister of Air, paid a visit to the Prime 
Minister this morning before he took up 
his duties in the offices at the Air Ministry 
which Lord Thomson occupied until his 
sad death. The appointment has caused 
much surprise; for, while Lord Amulree 
has proved himself to be a brilliant lawyer 
and a most satisfactory industria] 
arbitrator, he is not an air expert. It is 
thought doubtful, also, whether a man of 
seventy will be able to enter actively into 
the hopes and aspirations of the forces 
serving under him—particularly, because 
the Air Force is necessarily the most 
adventurous, as well as the youngest, of 
our fighting Services. Only four years 
have passed since the new Air Minister 
vacated a high legal appointment on the 
score of age. He is full of vigour, how- 
ever, and it is suggested that he is taking 
the post in order that the Prime Minister 
may have plenty of time to find another 
head for the aviation Services 


Foreign “ Dumping.” 


The ruinous effect of wheat ‘‘ dumping” 
is felt throughout the length and breadth 
of these islands, and the situation is placed 
in a nutshell by a resolution which will 
be moved by a practical farmer at th: 
meeting of the Council of Agriculture for 
England on October 31st. This motion 
states that—‘‘ faced with the greatest 
crisis known to any living agricultnrist, 
and with a full sense of their responsi- 
bility and position, this Council most 
urgently calls upon the Government, in the 
interests of the agricultural community 
and of the whole nation, to take immediate 
and active steps to prevent further dump- 


ing of Russian and foreign bounty-fed 


wheat and other food products, which is 
even now resulting in more and more farm 
workers being forced out of employment.”’ 
Numbers of smallholders are ‘failing ; 
farmers and landowners are being forced 
into bankruptcy, and land lies derelict. 


The London Irish. 


_ The London-Irish Rugby Football Club 
Is regaining the position which it formerly 
had in London football circles—a fact 
that was revealed when the club won all 
its five games on Saturday last, including 
that against the London-Welsh. The 
popular ex-international forward, Mr. 
Robert Collis, will be the skipper, and 
with some good men at his disposal, he is 
looking forward to a splendid season. The 
fixture list is a strong one, since the 
matches include Lansdowne and Trinity, 
Dublin; University College, Cork; the 
London-Scottish, the London-Welsh, Guy’s 
Hospital, Cardiff, Llanelly, Nottingham 
and Cheltenham. It is interesting to 
notice that after it had won twenty-eight 
consecutive home matches, Cheltenham 
lost. its ground ‘‘ record ” to the London- 
Irish early this month. 


Cadets. 


_ Various arrangements are being made 
in different parts of the country to carry 


on the cadet movement, now that the 


Government has withdrawn its recognition 
and financial support, and there is a pros- 
pect that most of the units will continue 
to exist under amended conditions. In 
Sussex the Territorial Army Association 
has decided to form a separate County 
Committee, under Lord Leconfield, to 
administer the cadet units of the whole 
county, and somewhat similar arrange 
ments will be made in other counties. The 
question of finance still must be con- 
sidered, but, for the present, increased 
subscriptions by members will enable ex- 
penses to be met. 


The British Museum. 


The British Museum, despite its vast 
capacity, can find no more room for 
exhibits unless some radical changes are 
made in the accommodation. The removal! 
of the newspaper department to Hendon, 
which caused a great deal of incon 
venience to many people, was necessary in 
order that further space might be pro 
vided for antiquities, and now still more 
is required. The pressure is experienced 
most in the hall containing exhibits oi 
Latin and Greek sculpture—particularly 
as the discoveries made in the extensive 
excavations that have taken place in the 
Far East since the War continue to 
accumulate, Many articles have been 
stowed away in the immense vaults under 
the building because there is not room to 
show them. The possibility of extending 
the Museum by new buildings would be 
considered if funds could be obtained, but 
at present there seems little likelihood of 
such funds. In the meanwhile, the 
Museum authorities are doing their 
utmost to maintain public interest in the 
Museum by the arrangement of special 
exhibitions of antiquities. 


Rubber Roadways. 


London may come to the relief of the 
rubber industry in a marked degree if 4 
suggestion made to-day can be carried out. 
London has now two demonstration rubber 
roadways—one in New Bridge street, in 
the City of London, and the other in the 
West End; and the placing of such road 
ways in all quarters would mean an 
immense relief to the population, since 
they would absorb much of the vibration 
and shock that are now a very serious 
factor in business life.. There are many 
ofices in London where the uproar from 


| the street traffic is so great that windows 


must be kept closed all day in order that 
work may be carried on. The cost is an 
impediment, however ; for the rubber road- 
ways in use have not been laid long 
enough to prove whether the extra cost 
is justified by a longer life, though it has 
been proved that maintenance costs less. 
At to-day’s prices the cost of laying 4 
square yard of rubber would be £5, 
whereas a few years ago the charge was 


£5. 
London’s Weather. 


For the past two or three days London 
has been enjoying a little heat wave, which 
is expected to continue until the end of 
the week. Last. night was the warmest 
night in October since 1921. At Kew the 
temperature at no time sank below 58 
degrees, and in the centre of London, on 
the roof of the Air Ministry building in 
Kingsway, it did not fall below 62 degrees. 
The whole of Great Britain has been 
stewing in a wave of hot air, and even 
Scotland has not escaped. The situation 
is explained by the sweeping of a warm 
current of air from the tropics over these 
islands, so that we are breathing air from 
the African coast. It is possible that 
cooler conditions will prevail in the West 
shortly, but for the immediate present the 
warm spell is likely to continue.

When Mr. Bennett announced Canada’s 
offer in the matter of tariffs to the 
Imperial Conference he crystallised the 
flux of wavering British opinion into a 
direct question, which demanded an 
equally direct answer. The Labour 
Government, misliking. such issues, 
plungeil into a welter of side-tracks with 
a tactical skill which, if it had not been in 
so sorry a cause, might have commanded 
general admiration. Since Mr. Snowden 
and others in the Cabinet refused to do 
violence to their Cobdenite feelings and 
since some gesture was necessary, much 
talk of import boards and bulk purchas- 
ings became the propriety of the hour. 
We may gauge the value of these 
possibilities from a speech delivered by 
Dr. Addison at Swindon several weeks 
previously, when he expressed Labour’s 
attitude, then untroubled by Mr. Bennett’s 
bombshell. “In the case of wheat,’’ he 
said, “it would be possible to afford a 
secure home market... . through the 
quota system.” He was sure “ that it 
could be worked.” ‘‘ This: system, how- 
ever,” he added, “ could not be applied 
generally.’” Is it necessary to enlarge 
when a Minister for Agriculture suggests 
a remedy for his cointry’s wheat-growers 
which he admits $) be only of partial 
application ? 
Britain’s position to-day demands a 
more positive programme, and we turn 
with relief to Mr, Baldwin’s letter. ‘‘ The 
| time is now at hand,” he writes, “‘ when 
the doctrine of closer Empire association 
must be embraced, if we would not have 
it slip for ever beyond our powers of 
control.” While he is aware that details 
of imperial policy must be left to joint 
consultation between the technical experts 
of the Dominions concerned, he does 
not. withhold a “ Yes” to Mr. Bennett’s 
offer as uncompromising as was Mr. 
Snowden’s “No” at The Hague. 
Moreover, his interpretation of the quota 
for cereals is as comprehensive as Dr. 
Addison’s was fragmentary. Indeed, the 
new—or, rather, developed—Conservative 
programme goes further even than Mr. 
Bennett had foreseen. Mr. Baldwin 
promises that a remunerative price shall 
be, guaranteed to all home-growers of 
wheat, which shall ensure that all the grain 


British bread, provided that an adequate 
standard of quality is maintained. When 
the home-growers’ needs are satisfied the 
residue of the market will be placed on a 
basis which will give preference to the 
Dominions, No imposition of tariffs 
would secure as much; for a fixed tariff 
is liable always to the attack of foreign 
bounty-fed dumping. Fruit and vegetables 
will be protected, and industries, pend- 
ing the evolution of a scientific scheme, 
will be safeguarded by “ emergency ”” 
tariffs. A further project, which ought to 
interest Irish farmers, is the intention to 
tax foreign malting barley. 

Here is a healthy note of ‘ Halt, action 
front’’; and not less 
the halt which Mr. 
j undertaken to call in the realms of 
national expenditure. No measures can 
restore Britain to her pristine prosperity 
which concern themselves only with her 
revenue; it is easier, as the Labour 
Government has proved, to spend than to 
save. Unemployment insurance, Mr. 
Baldwin states in his letter, will be 
“* drastically reformed.” We could wish 
that he had said more, but his realisation 
that “the youth of the country is being 
rapidly demoralised by the relaxation of 
conditions properly attached to what was 
intended to be a true insurance scheme ”’ 
shows that he has reached the root 
of Britain’s evil. There can be no doubt 
that *‘ the sinister prospect of increased 
direct taxation in the next budget” is 
doing more to make unemployment a 
permanent institution than anything else. 
The Conservative Party has promised to 
remedy these things and the nation must 
choose. Both external needs, as repre- 
sented by the Imperial Conference, and 
internal needs, as expressed in terms cf 
unemployment, point in the same 
direction. Six years hence the English 
people, further vitiated by the present 
officially sponsored degeneration, may he 
too deeply sunk in lethargy to make an 
effort. The next general election is likely 
to be the most vital in England’s annals, 
and for it the only party which can help 
her has produced an adequate programme, 
It calls for sacrifice, but it is big with

Free State Harbours. 


An island country with inadequate 
harbours must be as unhealthy as a 
house with inadequate windows. For 
this reason we hope that the report of 
the Free State Ports and Harbours 
Tribunal, which we summarise to-day, will 
create the public opinion that, as its 
authors complain, has been lacking until 
now. The Tribunal was appoin four 
years ago, with a duty to examine the 
condition of the Free State’s harbours, 
large and small, and to suggest reforms. 
On this occasion there can be no charge 
of delay ; for the task was heavy and the 


Tribunal has fulfilled it with admirable 
thoroughness and precision. The members

amount of information and criticism about 
the several harbours—thus having a local 
interest for every maritime county of the 
Free State—and a series of recommenda- 
tions for their development, In the main 
the Tribunal’s proposals tend towards a 
common system of control and towards 
unanimity of method. They embrace a 
consolidation of the existing Harbour 
Acts and the division of the Free State’s 
ports into two classes. The first class 
would include Dublin, Cork, Limerick, 
Waterford, and, perhaps, Galway; and a 
constitution is suggested for these major 
ports. Among the fifteen members of 
every board would be four nominees of 
the Ministry of Industry and Commerce. 
The others would represent the Corpora- 
tion, the Chamber of Commerce and 
payers of tonnage rates; and a general 
manager would play the useful part which 
the new city manager is expected to play 
in Dublin’s municipal affairs. A similar, 
though modified, constitution is proposed 
for the smaller ports. In a further recom- 
mendation the Tribunal suggests that 
State loans, under proper guarantees, 
shall be provided for the development of 
harbours. The report has no element of 
surprise or novelty, but its mass of well- 
and its quietly construc- 
tive proposals are very important con- 
tributions to “he country’s economic 
knowledge. It does not seem to demand 
immediate action from Parliament or from 
the Executive. Its real influence, as we 
hope, will be on public opinion, upon 
whi-h it will impress the still undeveloped 
opportunities of wealth that the Free 
State’s harbour-studded coasts contain. 
Even now examples are not wanting— 
Foynes is one of them—of the gains that 
foresight and enterprise can confer within 
The Free State’s trade is 
improving, and soon the triumph of the 
policy imperial preferences may 
multiply it. Soon also, as the report 
foresees, the advance of aviation may 


create new needs and new chances of

Land in Rumania. 


The troubles of Rumania are concerned 
with deeper and more vital matters than 
its royal succession. Their roots lie in 
the soil. Rumanian national economy, 
like that of Ireland, is based on agricul- 
ture; but the state of agriculture in 
Rumania, unlike that in Ireland, has been 
going from bad to worse since the Great 
War. The evil of State interference is 
shown nowhere more clearly than in the 
consequences of the Agrarian Reform Law. 
This measure, now nearly twelve years 
in practice, distributed the land of 
Rumania to the peasants, but made no 
arrangement to provide them with either 
stock or capital. No organised system of 
credit existed, says the Balkans Corre- 
spondent of The Times, and the new 
occupants were compelled to borrow on 
exorbitant terms from small banks and 
from money-lenders. During the post-war 
years, when Rumania’s currency was 
inflated, the prices of agricultural produce 
soared, and the high rates of interest 
seemed to be justified; but, when the 
currency was stabilised two years ago, the 
price of produce fell abruptly, and most 
of the farmers are head over ears in debt. 
The average debt on every hectare is some 
£5, and a rate of interest, amounting on 
the average to 23.2 per cent., makes 
redemption well-nigh impossible. Under 
such a burden the debtors are becoming 
restive. They have formed a “ League 
against Usury,” and there were serious 
riots against money-lenders during the 
summer. Three Rumanian Solons have 
come forward with schemes for a 
seisachtheia, but their schemes involve 
huge sums of money, and, like the 
advocates of immediate ‘‘ de-rating’’ in 
the Free State, they are not quite certain 
how the money will be obtained. It is 
clear, at all events, that the Rumanian 
Government’s communistic experiment is 
bound to suffer some sort of change, lest 
graver trouble follow. 


Powers of Darkness. 


Some days ago we commented on the 
lamentable case of a Connaught farmer 
whom the infernal powers duped through 
the agency of a tinker. Scoffers who, 
relying on that incident, conteai that 
Ireland is the last refuge of superstition 
will be confounded by the report of a 
still more glaring case on the rational soil 
of France. To one, Mme. Dobersecq, a 
tradeswoman in the neighbourhood of 
Amiens, came a gipsy in the guise of a 
hawker of lace, who, displaying her wares, 
remarked incidentally that there had been 
many fires in the district, which, to her 
certain knowledge, was under the curse 
of a particularly nasty-minded demon. 
Apparently none save the gipsy was 
acquainted with the unpleasant fellow’s 
modus operandi, and she offered, says 
the Paris Correspondent of the Daily 
Telegraph, to tell Mme. Dobersecq if she 
personally was threatened. Demons, how- 
ever, dislike to be approached directly, so 
that an elaborate ritual was needed. 
Taking three hairs from Mme. Dobersecq’s 
head, the gipsy woman wrapped them in 
paper, burnt them—and, behold, upon the 
scorched paper there appeared the mark 
of a cloven hoof. Who could resist so 
definite a portent? The gipsy received £60 
with which to placate the demon ; but £60 
is not enough to satisfy supernatural 
tastes, aud he sent back his minion to 
obtain a sum that would not offend his 
dignity, intimating that refusal would 
visit unspeakable penalties on the daughter 
of the house, In all the credulous Mme. 
Dobersecq lost £180, and she has come 
gradually to the conclusion that, perhaps, 
the whole affair smacks less of Satan than 
of the sharper. It is comforting to learn 
that simple faith has not vanished from 
the earth.

One of the questions under discussion at 
the Cabinet meeting held this morning was 
the observance of Armistice Day, and it is 
understood that the Whitehall ceremony 
will be carried out exactly as it was last 
year, and that the King will attend in 
person, if his. health and the weather 
permit. Otherwise His Majesty’s place 
will be taken by the Prince of Wales. 
as it was last year. It will be recalled 
that last year there was a reduction 
in the number of the military present 
at the ceremonial,~and a similar reduc. 
tion will be manifest again this year, 
The civilian side will be strengthened by 
the presence of the Dominion Prime 
Ministers, the members of the overseas 
delegations, and by a number of the dele. 
gates attending the India Round-Tabl. 
Conference. In all respects the Cenotaph 
ceremonial will be as impressive as usual. 


The New Air Minister. 


Lord Amulree, who has been appointed 
Minister of Air, paid a visit to the Prime 
Minister this morning before he took up 
his duties in the offices at the Air Ministry 
which Lord Thomson occupied until] his 
sad death. The appointment has caused 
much surprise; for, while Lord Amulree 
has proved himself to be a brilliant lawyer 
and a most satisfactory industria] 
arbitrator, he is not an air expert. It is 
thought doubtful, also, whether a man of 
seventy will be able to enter actively into 
the hopes and aspirations of the forces 
serving under him—particularly, because 
the Air Force is necessarily the most 
adventurous, as well as the youngest, of 
our fighting Services. Only four years 
have passed since the new Air Minister 
vacated a high legal appointment on the 
score of age. He is full of vigour, how- 
ever, and it is suggested that he is taking 
the post in order that the Prime Minister 
may have plenty of time to find another 
head for the aviation Services 


Foreign “ Dumping.” 


_ The ruinous effect of wheat ‘ dumping” 
is felt throughout the length and breadth 
of these islands, and the situation is placed 
in a nutshell by a resolution which will 
be moved by a practical farmer at th: 
meeting of the Council of Agriculture for 
England on October 3lst. This motion 
states that—‘‘ faced with the greatest 
crisis known to any living agriculturist, 
and with a full sense of their responsi- 
bility and position, this Council most 
urgently calls upon the Government. in the 
interests of the agricultural community 
and of the whole nation, to take immediate 
and active steps to prevent further dump- 
ing of Russian and foreign bounty-fed 
wheat and other food products, which is 
even now resulting in more and more farm 
workers being forced out of employment.”’ 
Numbers of smallhojders are ‘failing ; 
farmers and landowners are being forced 
into bankruptcy, and land lies derelict. 


The London Irish. 


_ The London-lIrish Rugby Football Club 
is regaining the position which it formerly 
had in London football circles—a fact 
that was revealed when the club won all 
its five games on Saturday last, including 
that against the London-Welsh. The 
popular ex-international forward, Mr. 
Robert Collis, will be the skipper, and 
with some good men at his disposal, he is 
looking forward to a splendid season. The 
fixture list is a strong one, since the 
matches include Lansdowne and Trinity, 
Dublin; University College, Cork: the 
London-Scottish, the London-Welsh, Guy’s 
Hospital, Cardiff, Llanelly, Nottingham 
and Cheltenham. It is interesting to 
notice that after it had won twenty-eight 
consecutive home matches, Cheltenham 
lost. its ground ‘‘ record ’’ to the London- 
Irish early this month. 


Cadets, 


Various arrangements ate being made 
in different parts of the country to carry 
on the cadet movement, now that the 
Government has withdrawn its recognition 
and financial support, and there is a pros- 
pect that most of the units will continue 
to exist under amended conditions. In 
Sussex the Territorial Army Association 
has decided to form a separate County 
Committee, under Lord Leconfield, to 
administer the cadet units of the whole 
county, and somewhat similar arrange- 
ments will be made in other counties. The 
question of finance still must be ‘con- 
sidered, but, for the present, increased 
subscriptions by members will enable ex- 
penses to be met. 


The British Museum. 


The British Museum, despite its vast 
capacity, can find no more room for 
exhibits unless some radical changes are 
made in the accommodation. The removal! 
of the newspaper department to Hendon, 
which caused a great deal of incon- 
venience to many people, was necessary in 
order that further space might be pro 
vided for antiquities, and now still more 
is required. The pressure is experienced 
most in the hall containing exhibits oi 
Latin and Greek sculpture—particularly 
as the discoveries made in the extensive 
excavations that have taken place in the 
Far East since the War continue to 
accumulate, Many articles have been 
stowed away in the immense vaults under 
the building because there is not room to 
show them. The possibility of extending 
the Museum by new buildings would be 
considered if funds could be obtained, but 
at present there seems little likelihood of 
such funds. In the meanwhile, the 
Museum authorities are doing their 
utmost to maintain public interest in the 
Museum by the arrangement of special 
exhibitions of antiquities. 


Rubber Roadways. 


London may come to the relief of the 
rubber industry in a marked degree if 4 
suggestion made to-day can be carried out. 
London has now two demonstration rubbe: 
roadways—one in New Bridge street, in 
the City of London, and the other in the 
West End; and the placing of such road 
ways in all quarters would mean an 
immense relief to the population, since 
they would absorb much of the vibration 
and shock that are now a very serious 
factor in business life. There are many 
offices in London where the uproar from 
the street traffic is so great that windows 
must be kept closed all day in order that 
work may be carried on. The cost is an 
impediment, however ; for the rubber road- 
ways in use have not been laid long 
enough to prove whether the extra cost 
is justified by a longer life, though it has 
been proved that maintenance costs less. 
At to-day’s prices the cost of laying 4 
square yard of rubber would be £5, 
whereas a few years ago the charge was 
£5. 


London s Weather. 


For the past two or three days London 
has been enjoying a little heat wave, which 
is expected to continue until the end of 
the week. Last night was the warmest 
night in October since 1921. At Kew the 
temperature at no time sank below 58 
degrees, and in the centre of -London, on 
the roof of the Air Ministry building in 
Kingsway, it did not fall below 62 degrees. 
The whole of Great Britain has been 
stewing in a wave of hot air, and even 
Scotland has not escaped. The situation 
is explained by the sweeping of a warm 
current of air from the tropics over these 
islands, so that we are breathing air from 
the African coast. It is possible that 
cooler conditions will prevail in the West 
shortly, but for the immediate present the 
warm spell is likely to continue.

A QUIET DAY.

LONDON, Wednesday. 

We have had an unusually quiet day 
at the Imperial Conference. A stage has 
been reached at which most of the work 
that matters is being done by committees, 
and until they have finished their jobs we 
shall be compelled more or less to mark 
time. 

Some of those committees met this 
morning. One was the Committee on 
Arbitration and Disarmament, the chair- 
man of which is the Hon. M. Dupré, of 
Canada. It started a discussion on what 
is known as the “ General Act” for the 
settlement of international disputes by 
the League of Nations. This Act is con- 
nected with the famous optional] clause 
which was signed by the Free State 
Government unconditionally, although 
Great Britain and all the other Dominions 
made a stipulation that no domestic 
dispute within the British Empire would 
be referred to arbitration at The Hague. 
I gather that the Free State representa- 
tives, ever jealous of their international 
dignity, insist that, whatever happens. 
whether or not an Empire Tribunal] is 
created to deal with inter-imperial 
disputes, they must retain the right to 
submit any and every quarrel to The 
Hague if they so desire. 


AN INTERESTING SPECULATION. 
This raises the interesting speculation 
as to what would happen if the Free 


| State had a row with Great Britain or 


one of the other Dominions. Mr. 
McGilligan would go promptly to The 
Hague, while his adversary would invoke 
its reservation to the optional clause. Of 
course, there is always good .bathing 
to be had at Scheveningen. Clearly, a 
unilateral appeal to The Hague would 
be useless, and some modus vivends must 
be arranged.

Viscount Cecil of Chelwood, although he 
is neither a meraber of the present Govern- 
ment nor a delegate to the Imperial Con- 
ference, was present at to-day’s meeting 
of the Arbitration and Disarmament Com- 
mittee. It seems thet Mr. Macdonald’s 
Government attaches much importance to 
his opinion on all matters appertaining to 
the League of Nations, and he is appear- 
ing before the Committee in the capacity 
of a real expert. 

In addition to the “General Act” the 
Committee to-day discussed the problem of 
amendments to the League’s Covenant, as 
well as that of disarmament in general. 
The actual signature of the General Act by 
most of the members of the British 
Commonwealth has been postponed until 
the Imperial Conference has had a chance 
to review the whole matter, but it 1s an 
international, rather than an imperial, 
problem, and the heads of delegations are 
not likely to devote much time to its con- 
sideration. 


NATIONAL MARKS. 


The General Economic Committee also 
met to-day, when it had a long talk about 
marks of origin and shipping services. 
This matter of national marks is of con- 
siderable importance to the Irish Free 
State. Under existing conditions Free 
Stute eggs are marked as foreign in the 
English market, while eggs from Northern 
Ireland rank as British. Here 1s an 
anomaly which ought to be cleared away. 
The average housewife in England is very 
particular about the eggs which she buys. 
The mere suggestion of a foreign egg 15 
enough to put her off—she has vision of 
Bolshevist or Chinese chickens emerging 
from the shells—and it is high time that 
steps should be taken to remove the un- 
justifiable stigma from eggs that emanate 
from the Free State. 

There have been one or two unpleasant 
incidents in Liverpool and elsewhere con- 
cerning the alleged carelessness of Irish 
exporters, but the Free State Ministry for 
Agriculture is determined that eggs from 
the twenty-six counties shall be as good as 
those from any other part of the world, 
and Mr. Hogan may be trusted to put his 
point of view before the General Economic 
Committee in a convincing style. 

Nothing much else was done to-day. 


THE MAIN PROBLEM. 


To-morrow the heads of delegations will 
meet again to come to grips with the main 
problem of inter-imperial trade. Yester- 
day's developments have given rise to much 
comment in London. It is felt generally 
that the tabling of a quota scheme for 
wheat by Mr. William Graham was a very 
clever move on the British Government's 

art. Mr. Graham was careful to say that

That the opportunity for closer Empire 
economic relations, if not seised, might 
not come again, was an opinion declared 
by the Prime Minister of Canada, Mr. 
R. B. Bennett, in a broadcast address last 
night. 

The great work which lay before the 
Imperial Conference, said Mr. Bennett, 
was to devise a means by which, through 
closer Empire economic co-operation, each 
State would profit. The will to do so was 
manifest. The knowledge that something 
could be done was shared by all. Any 
agreement based on sentiment alone could 
not be permanent. If Canada gave British 
goods a preference, and got nothing but an 
acknowledgment in return, he feared that 
it could not long continue; but, if there 
was an agreement inspired by sentiment, 
but buttressed by definite and lasting and 
mutual advantages, it would not fail. 

‘* By increasing the Empire market for 
our goods,” said Mr. Bennett, “ we would 
not, in my opinion, in any way decrease 
the foreign markets. On the contrary, 
with an assured and greater Empire 
market we would improve our position in 
the world one; for successful competition 
is closely related to the question of pro- 
duction, and, speaking generally, the 
greater the production the cheaper is the 
cost of production. The Empire market 
would give us the necessary degree of pro- 
duction to meet world competition and 
recapture foreign markets.’’ 

Canada had suggested a plan, and could 
only await the decision. “It will be a 
momentous decision,” said Mr. Bennett; 
““for I believe—and believing, I consider 
it is my duty to say—that, if this oppor- 
tunity for closer Empire economic rela- 
tions is not seized, it may not come 
again.”' 

That, was in no sense intended as a 
threat. It was rather a prediction, which, 
unhappily, he believed to be true. “' For,” 
Mr. Bennett insisted, ‘‘in this age of 
great industrialisation. and fierce competi- 
tion the old rules, which in their time 
were good rules, may very well be now, if 
they are followed, the sign-posts to com- 
mercial disaster,” 


IMPROVED POSITION 
IN INDIA. 


AGITATION REPORTED 
ON THE DECLINE. 


_————— 


In an appreciation of the situation up 
to October 11th, the Government of 
India state that there are some signs of 
a recrudescence of the “Red Shirt 
movement in the Charsadda area of 
Peshawar district. 

“ The latest provincial reports, for the 
most part, record continued improvement 
in the general situation,” it is stated. 
‘This is particularly marked in Madras, 
Bengal and the Punjab, and in the first- 
named province the civil disobedience 
movement has now practically ceased to 
exist. 

““In the United Provinces there has 
also been an improvement, but activities 
ia some districts have made it necessary 
for the local Government to declare 
unlawful a number of local associations. 

‘‘ Agitation is reported to be on the 
decline in the Central Provinces, and the 
breach of forest laws is now on a much 
smaller scale than a few weeks ago, 
although a further clesh with the police 
arising out of this form of lawlessness 
has been reported. The picketing of 
liquor shops is almost in abeyance; but, 
as in several other provinces, one result 
of the crusade against lic nsed shops has 
been an increase in illicit distillation. 


BREAKING THE BOYCOTT. 

“ The boycott of foreign goods is the ma'n 
plank of the Congress programme, and in 
Bombay attempts are being made to extend 
picketing to provision and other shops. 
The revolt of Indian dealers is growing, 
and several provinces report that foreign 
cloth is being sold openly in many places ; 
but, so far as the purchase of new stocks 
is concerned, there has not yet been a 
definite breakaway from the boycott in 
the large distributing centres, where trade 
conditions remain in a deplorable state. 

“ During the week there has been some 
talk in Congress quarters of an attempt 
to set up in some directions a parallel 
system of government. The idea appears 
at present to be confined to the institu- 
tion of ‘Committees of Arbitration’ in 
civil and crirainal cases, combined with 
social pressure when recognition is not 
given to these so-called courts. A similar 
experiment was tried during the non 
co-operation movement in 1921-22 and 
definitely failed. There is no reason to 
suppose that if it is repeated it will meet 
with any measure of success, and it 
appears not improbable that it has been 
put forward at this stage as a spectacular 
move, which may revive flagging interest.”’ 


RAIDS AND ARRESTS IN BOMBAY. 


From ReEvtTER’s CORRESPONDENT. 


BOMBAY, Wednesday. 

Arrests in to-day’s raids by police on 
Congress offices throughout the city total 
180. However, new Congress headquarters 
for Bombay will be opened to-morrow in 
Mandvit, the Moslem quarter of the town, 
despite the official bamuning of the Congress 
Committees as an unlawful association. 
This announcement was made by Usman 
Sobhani, who has been nominated 
president of the new “ War Council,” 
consisting exclusively of Moslems, at a 
well-attended meeting held under Congress 
auspices this evening. Already a new 
war l office of the Congress Committee has 
been opened in the Fort area. 

The police made several latha charges 
near the Congress House in order to keep 
away inquisitive crowds, and in the 
course of the charges three or four persons 
were slightly injured.

WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 

Mr. Stimson, Secretary of State, to-day 
announced that the Government of the 
United States would give full support to 
the Federal Government of Brazil. 

The Secretary of State also intimated 
that American manufacturers would be 
permitted to sell munitions to the Federal 
forces, but not to the insurgents.

NEW YORK, Wednesday. 

The Buenos Aires Correspondent of the 
Associated Press, in a despatch from the 
Argentine city of Santo Tome, says that 
many Brazilians are crossing the border 
at that point to avoid service in the 
revolutionary forces. The refugees say 
that the insurgents are conscripting men 
up to the age of fifty-five and are even 
recruiting boys of thirteen and upwards, 
leaving many homes in the towns of Rio 
Grande do Sul depleted of men. Many of 
the refugees are penniless. 


GOVERNMENT SUCCESSES. 

Renewed successes in every quarter are 
claimed for the Brazilian Government 
forces in an official announcement issued 
by the Minister of Justice at Rio de 
Janeiro. The announcement claims 
victories in the States of Minas Geraes, 
Parana and eastern Rio de Janeiro. 

The Federal Army, operating in north- 
eastern Rio de Janeiro, repulsed a rebel 
attack at Itaocara on the direct rail route 
to Nictheroy, which is a suburb of Rio de 
Janeiro. After prolonged and heavy 
fighting the Federal troops captured three 
machine guns, 4,800 rounds of ammuni- 
tion and other arms. 

Another column of Federal troops forced 
the rebels out of Porto Velho and are now 
at Porto Novo do Cunha, in Minas Geraes. 

Other Federal forces have taken the 
towns of San Antonio do Chiadoro and 
Mar D’Hespanha.

Mr. Philip Snowden, Chancellor of. the 
Exchequer, was present at the banquet, 
with the Governor and the directors of the 
Bank of England, and bankers and 
merchants of the City of London, given 
by the Lord Mayor (Sir William Water- 
low) at the Mansion House, London, last, 


night. 
TRADE REVIVAL. 

Mr. Snowden, responding to the toast 
of his health and “ Prosperity to the 
Public Purse,” proposed by the Lord 
Mayor, said: ‘‘ The long looked-for trade 
revival is slow in coming, and hope de- 
ferred is apt to make the , Fan sick. But 
it is most important and necessary at a 
time like this that we should not give way 
to | greim that we should try, too, to 
find the bright spots and to look upon 
them. | 

“ 1 am afraid there is far too much of 
the spirit of pessimism and despondency 
abroad to-day. I think it is one of the’ 
factors that is hindering the improvement 
in trade. There is far too much of de- 
featism ; that this country is in a decadent 
condition ; that we can never again hope to 
attain to the condition of trade prosperity 
efore 


the War.” 
ONE HUNDRED YEARS AGO. 


Mr. Snowden continued: ‘‘ It was not 
that spirit which triumphed in the past 
over difficulties as great as those with 
which we are faced to-day. A hundred 
years ago things were quite as bad as they 
are to-day, or worse, e had-the croakers 
in those days. It was said that the end 
of Great Britain had come. Indeed, the 
features at the present time bear an almost 
perfect resemblance to those which 
characterised the industrial and financial 
conditions a hundred years ago. - 

They, like us, were suffering the 
aftermath of a long war. Taxation was 


as high in those days in proportion to. 


the wealth of the country as it is to-day. 
Trade was almost stagnant, and ten per 
cent. of the population were existing on 
poor law relief. But things changed, and 
the next eighty years marked the greatest 
period of prosperity and the greatest 
advance in the history of this country, 

CONFIDENCE IN THE FUTURE. 

“Times will change again. I am not 
a pessimist about the future of this 
country, and I am left quite: unmoved 
when people point out to me figures about 
the lower percentage of the trade of this 
country to the total trade of the world. 
It may be that in the. future our per: 
centage will not be so high as it has been 
in the past, but percentages in this con- 
nection mean very little. 

‘‘ It is the volume of trade; not merely 
the percentage, and I look forward to the 
time, which I am quite confident will 
come, when not only the magnitude of the 
trade of this country, but the magnitude 
of the trade of the world will be of a 
volume which we are not able to conceive 
to-day. : 


UNEMPLOYMENT FIGURES. 

“In regard to unemployment, “the 
figures did not convey a really accurate 
representation of the state of trade. There 
were included in them a very large pro- 
portion—at least one-third—of people who 
were not unemployed, but were on short 
time, and in that respect the figures to- 
day were not comparable with those a year 
ago. 

“ Well, what can we do,” Mr. Snowden 
asked, “ to help in such a crisis as this? 
I am afraid it is not a great deal that 
the Government can:do. © The Govern- 
ment can help wherever it is possible for 
help to be given, but the salvation of 
industry is in the hands of industry itself. 
We are willing to give what help we can 
to every agency which is seeking to 
mitigate the existing conditions. The 
Government welcomes the development of 
the Bankers’ Industrial Development 
Trust.’’ 


NEW CONVERSION LOAN. 

The large Conversion Loan last 
November, Mr. Snowden added, had been 
fruitful of good results. ‘‘ T am confident 
that we shall see a downward trend of 
long-term interest rates. It ought to 
come. I believe it will, and as things 
stand I am able to look forward to better 
—from a Treasury point of view—debt 
conversion operations in the future, There 
is a huge block of two thousand million 
Five per Cent. War Loan. If we could 
effect a very large conversion at a lower 
rate of interest, that saving would be very 
considerable. 

“ In dealing with these matters in 
public a Chancellor wants to be very 
discreet, but I may go so far as to take 
you into my confidence to this extent. I 
intend to carry out a large conversion 
eration when I think the time in 
favourable.”’ 


ECONOMIES IN ADMINISTRATION. 


Mr. Snowden said that the Government 
were doing all that they could to effect 
minor economies in administration. The 
largest item of national expenditure, how- 
ever, was the War Debt. Were those who 
talked about economy prepared volun- 
tarily to reduce the interest on this debt 
from five per cent, to, say, three per cent? 
He did not expect an affirmative reply to 
that question. 

‘One item that is disturbing me almost 
beyond measure is the cost of unemploy 
ment. From various sources the cost of 
unemployment is a hundred millions a 
year—a necessary, but still, at the same 
time, an wunremunerative expenditure. 
The Exchequer contribution has been 
raised, and [I have to find this year 
twenty-one millions in order to finance a 
large class of unemployed persons, 
who have no insurable qualifications. 
It is, 1 think, the duty of Parliament to 
face up to this problem, and to put the 
Insurance Fund upon an insurance basis. 
Owing to the growth of unemployment 
during the last few months it will, I am 
afraid, be necessary to ask for a further 
grant, not merely for the payment oí 
benefits, but for a further extension of 
the debt.”’ 


BUDGET EXPECTATIONS. 


Turning to the Budgét . position, Mr. 
Snowden said :—‘‘ We have had the first- 
six months of the financial year, and Í 
see that lachrymose prophets seize on the 
figures, and say that at the end of next 
March I shall have a deficit of a hundred 
million pounds. I believe the lowest 
estimate that these prophets of evil have 
given is thirty million pounds, I do not 
believe, unless something quite unex- 
pected happens, that we shall have such 
a disastrous ending to ‘the financial year 


ias that. 


“Tt is true the Customs and Excise 
revenue has not come up to expectations. 
Income ‘tax is doing very well, but the 
It. will be the. 
first quarter of next year, and it remains 
to be seen what the zeal of my energetic 
officials will be able to wring from the 
reluctant taxpayers. during this three 
months. I do not expect income tax will 
fall below the estimate. In regard to 
death duties—from a purely revenue point 
of view—fortunately we have had a num- 
ber of very large estates falling this year, 
but the tremendous drop in market values 
has greatly reduced the amount of the 
estates to be assessed for duty. Death 
duties, however, I am hoping, will realise 
my expectations. Stamp duties have so 
far failed to realise expectations, but I 
am hoping that a trade revival may come, 
and that they may pull up. It is not im- 
probable that there might be a deficit,

CONSERVATIVE 
POLICY. 


MR. BALDWIN’S 
STATEMENT.

The Times in a leading article 
observes :—The statement of Conservative 
policy, which is issued by Mr. Baldwin this 
morning, marks the definite substitution 
of a policy of “ work first ’’ for a policy 
of “ safety first.’’ It hardly pretends to 
be more than a list of the heads under 
which the party is to expound its policy up 
to and during the next election. ‘‘ Rigid 
economy,” ‘‘ reduction of  taxation,’’ 
‘“‘reform of unemployment insurance,” 
““emergency tariffs on manufactured im- 
ports,’’ ‘‘ prevention of dumping,” “a 
guaranteed wheat price for the British 
‘farmer, and a definite market for home- 
grown Empire wheat’’—all these are 
principles which will require far greater 
elaboration in the future, and nobody can 
seriously quarrel with Mr. Baldwin for 
not being more explicit in a statement of 
this kind. For the moment it is enough 
that, even in an unadorned draft of the 
heads of his policy, Mr. Baldwin has 
grasped the fact that the condition of the 


i country is far too serious for any electoral 


insurances upon that policy to be pre- 
served. 

The referendum and the second general 
election have wisely been dropped, for the 
reason that both involve more or less 
protracted delay in applying to the 
problem of unemployment these remedies 
to which the party is asked to pin its 
faith. It is more characteristic of Mr. 
Baldwin that there are no signs in his 
programme of mere manceuvring for 
position. Not electoral nervousness, but 
the best expert advice—and indeed, sheer 
common sense—has induced Mr. Baldwin 
to ask for a free hand upon the methods 
to be adopted to secure a fair and full 
market for British agricultural produce. 
That term covers a multitude of articles, 
and the finding of markets for them raises 
a multitude of problems. Some may be 
best resolved by the quota system, others 
by tariffs, others by import licences, and 
yet others by prohibition. 

‘IMPERIAL PREFERENCE. 

Mr. Baldwin has already tackled the 
solution he thinks most appropriate on to 
some of the articles concerned. He 
declares for a quota system for wheat, 
and, _to some extent, for meat. He 
—— a tariff on imported malting 

arley, and it may be inferred from his 
references to the prevention of dumping 
that he proposes a system of licences for 
other imports of agricultural produce. 
For the rest, he proposes to consult the 
Dominions as to the best methods to be 
taken supplementary to tariffs or in sub- 
stitution for tariffs, and he fully accepts 
the inclusion of the principle of imperial 
preference in whatever methods are 
adopted. The element of vagueness in 
this programme can hardly be described 
as a trick for catching votes—on the con- 
trary, it provides the captious critic with 
abundant ground for attack—but it is 
certainly a bold reflection of the dictates 
af practical politics. The policy, indeed, 
is definite--enough where its realisation 
depends: upon’ this country alone. 

The first impression of the whole policy, 
adds The Times, both agricultural and 
industrial; is that it is inspired by a sound 
judgment of the needs of the present 
situation. There need be no disguising 
the fact that when the details are dis- 
closed there will be a large number of 
difficulties to be faced—for example, the 
classifi¢ation of manufactured articles, the 
enforcement of the quota, the form and 
amount of the guaranteed price for British 
wheat, -and the differentiation between 
productive and non-productive public ex- 
penditure. But meanwhile Mr. Baldwin’s 
conviction—that the state of the country 
demands a drastic and speedy change of 
fiscal and administrative policy, and that 
the unity of the Empire requires an un- 
equivocal response to the offer of the 
Dominion Prime Ministers—is, to use his 
Sa “words, ““ clear, definite and accept- 
able. 


THE SHOOTING OF 
JACK DIAMOND.

‘A DIRTY TRAMP AND A 
YELLOW RAT.”

NEW YORK, Wednesday Night. 

The. latest news concerning the condi- 
tion of Jack Diamond, the gang leader, 
who was shot in his hotel here on Sun 
day last, is that his left lung has collapsed 
and that he is ginking rapidly. 

A priest visited the gangster and read 
the Litany for the Dying. 

To-day Diamond was unexpectedly 
moved to another room of the bend 
looking on to an inside court, and at the 
same time the police guard over the room 
was doubled. Not only the gangster’s 
room, but the front entrance of the 
hospital was guarded like a military post, 
and armed motor cycle policemen patrolled 
the streets in the vicinity. 

A veteran detective officer of the New 
York Police Department, with a record 
service of over forty years, who has played 
an important part in the investigation of 
many murder cases in recent years, in- 
formed Reuter’s Correspondent to-day 
that he had known Diamond since his 


was of the opinion that he was shot by 
his own men, whom he had been 
“ skinning.’”’ Far from being a romantic 
figure, said the detective, Diamond was 
just a “ dirty tramp and a yellow rat,” 
and had always been a coward. 

The detective declared that prohibition, 
which he described as “ the mother of 
crime,” was responsible for ninety per 
cent. of gangster murder in American 
cities, and the murder rate had increased 
enormously, since prohibition had made 
racketeering ” one of the biggest and 
most profitable businesses in the United 
States.

REPORT ON THEIR 
ADMINISTRATION, 


HANDICAPPED, 


ASSISTANCE, 


The report of the Free State Ports and 
Harbours Tribunal was issued yesterday 
afternoon. It is a large volume of 
nearly 500 pages, consisting of a detailed 
examination of the ports and harbours of 
the Free State in their historical, ad- 
ministrative, financial, and commercial 
aspects, and it is illustrated by an ex- 
cellent series of maps. 

The Ports and Harbours Tribunal was 
constituted by an Order of the Minister 
for Industry and Commerce in May, 1926, 
in virtue of the resolution passed by both 
Houses of the Oireachtas. That resolu- 
tion contained the terms of reference to 
which the Tribunal worked, and was as 
follows :— 

‘(That it is expedient that a Tribunal 
be established for inquiring into @ 
definite matter of urgent public im- 
portance—the present position of the 
several ports and harbours in Saorstat 
Eireann specified in the schedule of 
this resolution, with special reference 
to—(a) the constitution, powers, and 
methods of administration of the au- 
thorities controlling, or managing, 
such ports and harbours; (b) the 
charging powers, financial position, 
and resources of such authorities; (c) 
the facilities provided for trade and 
commerce in such ports and harbours, 
‘and the extent to which such trade 
and commerce is conducted in 
shipping owned in Saorstat Eireann ; 
(d) the present Statute law felating 
to such ports and harbours, and any 
changes therein of a general or 4 
particular nature which appear neces- 
sary or desirable in order to promote 
the trade of Saorstat Eireann.” 

The Tribunal consisted of Mr. H. B. 
O’Hanlon, solicitor, Chairman, with 
Messrs. C. H. O'Conor and Michael 
Deegan. 


INSPECTION OF PORTS. 


The report states that the members of 
the Tribunal have inspected all the ports, 
and in every case, excepting only the 
minor harbours of Skerries and Bal- 
briggan, have held a local sitting. Two 
series of sittings were held in Dublin 
to hear evidence of a general character 
appertaining to the harbours as & 
whole. In all, twenty-seven sittings 
were held, at which evidence was tendered 
by 223 witnesses, representing all interests 
concerned. The sittings were all held in 
public, evidence was taken upon oath, and 
counsel was permitted to attend on behalf 
of interests which desired representation. 

The Tribunal has to record its “ regret 
at the apparent lack of public interest in 
matters relating to the ports—a lack of 
interest manifested by the absence, in 
many instances, of evidence from persons 
or firms cther than those directly repre- 
sented on the Harbour Boards, or affected 
in some special manner as users of the 
undertakings.’’ The Tribunal fears that 
the public generally does not appreciate 
the importance of the harbours as a vital 
factor in the country’s economic structure, 
but believes that the apathy may be due 
to the iact that the public is not directly 
rated for the upkeep of the ports. 

To obtain the necessary preliminary in- 
formation, the Tribunal drafted and circu- 
lated to every harbour authority an 
extended questionnaire, in June, 1926. 
The information supplied in response to 
the questionnaire provided the Tribunal 
with ‘‘ an invaluable basis for proceeding 
with the inquiry at each port,” and pro- 
vided information which enabled matters 
to be investigated that might otherwise 
have failed to be developed in the public 
sittings. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


IN SUMMARISED FORM, 


After an exhaustive examination of the 
position of the ports and harbours in all 
aspects, the Tribunal sets out 1ts recom- 
mendations in summarised form as 
follows :— 

1. That the maximum penalty of £10 for 
breach of an order made 
Harbours Act of 1814, prohibiting the re 
moval of sand and shingle, etc., from the 
foreshore, be reduced, and that a lower 
figure be prescribed in any fresh legisla: 
tion on the subject. 

2. That the period of time (six months), 
within which pilotage dues may be re- 
covered, be extended. 

3. That the provisions of the various 
general Acts relating to harbours, with 
the exception of the Pilotage Act, 1913, be 
replaced by a general consolidated Act, 
embodying in modern form such of the 
existing Statutory provisions as experience 
has shown to be valuable and desirable, 
with such other provisions as may be neces- 
sary to give effect to the recommendations 
and suggestions contained in this report. 
The general consolidated Act should pro- 
vide for the making, or confirmation by 
the Minister for Industry and Commerce, 
of by-laws or orders relating to purely 
local administration and importance, such 
as the borrowing of money, regulation of 
rates, etc. 

4 (a) Tha; the ports with which we are 
concerned be divided into two classes, A. 
and B., as follows :— 

Class A.—Dublin (including Balbriggan 
and Skerries), Cork, Limerick, Water- 
ford. 

Class B.—Annagassan, Arklow, Bally- 
shannon, Baltimore and Skibbereen, 
Dingle, Drogheda, Dundalk, Foynes.

(b) That Galway be included in Class

‘That policy carries a message of hope 
to the agricultural industry, but a serious 

roblem still remains. The whole country 
ha: been shocked by the intensive dumping 
of foreign fruit and vegetables, which has 
destroyed the market for our small-hoiders 
and market-gardeners before they were in 
a position to dispose of their crops. No 
industry can be successfully carried on 
while it is liable to such disturbances. 
Agriculture must be protected against such 
attacks, and where we are at present pre- 
vented by any treaty or convention from 
taking action to deal with this situation 
steps ought to be taken at once to set our- 
selves free. 

EMPIRE ECONOMIC UNITY. 

“Our agriculural licy must neces- 
sarily be closely linked up with our 
proposals for the development of Empire 
trade. The final form of any plan to 
develop Empire economic unity must 
depend on the further proceedings of the 
Imperial Conference, but there are certain 
things which can be said here and now. 
Circumstances have moved so _ rapidly 
towards a grave national crisis that the 
problem has become one of extreme 
urgency. As the Prime Ministers of the 
Dominions .-have indicated, delay will be 
disastrous. The time is now at hand when 
the doctrine of closer Empire association 
must be embraced if we would not have it 
slip for ever beyond our powers of recall. 

“It is, therefore, necessary that we 
should act promptly and decisively. For 
this reason I fee] it necessary to make it 
clear that there is no longer in my mind 
any suggestion of a referendum or a second 
general election, and that when we go to 
the polls at the next election it will be 
with a programme to which the electors 
will be asked to give their final and defi- 
nite assent. 

“Although ‘the details of an Imperial 
policy, as the Prime Minister of Canada has 
stated, can only be worked out through joint 
consultation between the technicians and 
experts of the respective countries, We, as a 
party, can, and do, accept the principle of 
Imperial preference contained in his pro 
posals, and T have already said tbat we are 
determined to extend its scope to the utmost 
limit we can achieve. 


“So important is it to arrive at a practical | 


workable plan that, in our opinion, no method 
which offers a favourable prospect of achieving 
that purpose ought to be ruled out before- 
hand, Our idea is that the circumstances in 
regard to each article which is to be the

on their merits, in co-operation with the 


Dominions concerned, and the remedy to be | 


adopted should be the one which, after 
investigation, seems best adapted to further 
our common aim. 

“In the case of wheat we have already 


stated our intention, as part of our domestic 
agricultural policy, to iftroduce a system | 


under which a definite proportion of the 
flour used to make the bread baked in this 
country shall be made from home-grown 
whaat. This proportion will be fixed from 
time to time in such a way that al! the 
wheat of the requisite quality produced in 
this country, will be utilised. We have 
adopted this method in preference to a tariff 
on foreign wheat, because no tariff which we 
could reconimend would be sufficient in itsel! 
to solve the problem of the wheat producer 
In this country. jut by combining a 
guaranteed price for wheat with the legisla 
tion to which I have referred, we shall be 
able to give the home farmer not only a 
guaranteed market for his produce, but a 
market at a price which will make it worth 
his while to grow it. 

‘Having provided that a fixed proportion 
of the British loaf shall be made of home 
grown wheat, it would be a natural exten 
sion of the plan to givé an efiective preference 
to the Empire, in the shape of a further pro- 
portion allocated and secarcé to the Empire 
fariner, and it may be pointed out that this 
system while directly serving the interests of 
wheat growers both in the Empire and in our 
own country would provide us with a com 
pletely effective antidote which tariffs alone 
would not supply to the dumping of Russian 
or bounty-fed wheat from foreign countries. 
It has, moreover, the additional advantage 
that it can be worked through the normal 
trade channels, and avoids import hoards or 
buik purchase by the State, to which we are 
unalterably opposed 

‘Of course, the fFnal form of this or anv 
other scheme of Imperial Preference must be 
subject to negotiations and settlements with 
the Dominions, and in regard to other com- 
riodities 
well show that either in addition to or in 
substitution tov tariffs there are othe: effective 
means of translating into action the main 
pring iple 

- Ms chief purpose to-day is to make clear 
eur fixed determination to pursue and extend 
the policy of Imperial Preierence, our com 
piele readiness to discuss in the most sym- 
pathetic spirit both our own and any other 
proposals that may be made for attaining 
‘his end, and our intention to claim from the 
electors full authority to give immediate 
effect to such Imperial agreements as may be 
‘eached., i 

‘In conclusion, let me summarise our 
po'icy—rigorous economy, reduction of taxa- 
in, thorough reform of the unemployment 
insurance system, eftective protection for oul 
manufacturing industries against foreign com- 
petition by the immediate introduction of an 
emergency tariff. a guaranteed wheat price 
for the Sritish farmer, combined 
with a tax on foreign maiting 
barley, and the prevention of the 
Gumping of foreign oats and other produce, 
a system to secure a definite market for 
home-grown and Empire wheat; and, finally, 
concerted action with the Dominions in order 
to promote the economic unity of the Empire.

OBITUARY. 
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SIR HERMANN GOLLANCZ. 
The death took place at his London home 

night of Professor Sir Hermann Gol- 
lancz. The Hebrew scholar and Emeritus 
Professor of Hebrew at University College, 
he was 78 years of age. His wife died 
at Torquay a year ago from the shock of the 
death of their son, Mr. Leonard Gollancz, 
who fell from a window of the hotel at 
which they were staving. Sir Hermann 
also suffered from shock at the time, but he 
seemed to have recovered after an illness of 
several months. A few days ago he had a 
relapse. 

Scholar, preacher, social worker and 
author, Sir Herman Gollancz compressed a 
vast amount of work into his life of seventy 
eight vears, For half a century Hermann 
Gollancz was a bold figure smong social 
workers, ‘The Jewish community owed to 
him the founding of several synagogues. One 
of his essays, ‘‘The Foundation of Reli- 
gious Fear,” written in 1915, went into an 
edition of ten thousand for distribution to 
soldiers. 
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THE REY. J. A. KNOWLES, O.S.A. 

The Rev. Joseph A. Knowles, 0.8.A., died 
in a private nursing home in Dublin on, Mon- 
day. Born in Dublin in 1861, the late Father 
Knowles studied at Orlagh College, Rathfarn- 
ham, aud was ordained at Rome in 1882. He 
was attached to St. Monica’s Priory, Hoxton 
square, London, and spent some years in the 
Irish Augustinian Missions, Australia, and in 
various houses of the Order in Ireland, He 
was the author of several books, including 
“ Fethard and its Abbey,” and “The Life of 
St. Brigid,” and belonged to a well-known 
Dublin family. Only on Saturday last he 
attended the funeral of his sister, the late 
Mrs. Nash, Charleville road, Rathmines. The 
juneral takes place to-day after 11 o'clock 
Mass, from the Augustinian Church, Thomas 
street, to Glasnevin.

Although no proposal before the Con- 
ference has been turned down finally, His 
Majesty’s Government, I was told this 
afternoon, has made one thing perfectly 
clear to all the delegates. It will not 
agree to any plan, however bold or how- 
ever hopeful of good results, that will be 
likely to increase the general cost of living 
in the United Kingdom, 
iS THERE HONESTY IN POLITICS? 

If, therefore, the imposition of faxes on 
food impotts is likely to raise the cost of 
living, there will be no such taxes under 
the consulate of Mr. Macdonald. Yet I 
was assured ‘ to-day. that - the British 
Government was approaching the Bennett 
proposals with an entirely open mind. 
One is forced to wonder sometimes if there 
is any &uch thing as honesty in politics. 
Everybedy in London knows perfectly well 
that the Bennett proposals were dead and 
damned in the eyes of the British Govern- 
ment before their author had opened his 
mouth at the Conference. So long as the 
Macdonald régime is in existence there 
will be no extension of the actual tariff 
system such as it is. Indeed, if Mr. 
Snowden has his way, the new tariffs in 
force at present under the thin disguise 
of safeguarding duties will be swept away 
in the next Budget. : 

THE INEVITABLE. 

It is fairly safe to say, therefore, that 
Mr. Bennett's plan of a largely extended 
preference betweon Britain and the over- 
seas Dominions has no chance of adoption 
by the present Government in the United 
Kingdom. In these circumstances one 
might think that Messrs. Bennett, Scullin 
and company ought to bow to the inevit- 
able and go home; but the matter is not 
quite so simple as that. How long will 
Mr. Macdonald and his friends remain in 
power’? But for the fact that the Round 
Table Conference on India is imminent an 
election might have been _ precipitated 
during the autumn, and the 
general opinion here seems to be that, 
whatever happens at the Imperial Con- 
ference, the Government will go out next 
spring, probably on Mr. Snowden’s 
socialist Budgee. 

If the Conservatives are led properly, 
they will undoubtedly return to power, in 
which event. the whole problem oí 
reciprocal preference probably will come 
up for consideration at Ottawa. I gather 
that, in any event, the precnects of an 
Imperial Conference next year in Canada 
are very bright. Mr. Bennett 1s clinging 
like grim death to: his original scheme. 

It is quite on the cards that, in order to 
keep him quiet, the Macdonald Govern- 
ment may agree to his proposal for a 
meeting in Ottawa; but, from what I 
know of the Canadian Premier, I very 
much doubt that he will allow the wool 
to be pulled over his eyes in this fashion. 
His suggestion that the Conference should 
foregather in Canada was made. with the

IMPORTANCE OF STYLE 
AND FINISH. |

From Our CoRRESPONDENT. 
LUNDON, Wednesday. 

A firsi giance at Olympia conveys. the 
impression that the importance of appearance 
as a selling factor is-realised more than ever 
by manufacturers. Beauty of outlme revezis 
itself, particularly in the improved shape 
of the radiators, and in wheels of more 
shapely proportions. Mechanical excellence 
by itself is insufficient. to sell a car: much 
depends upon colour, shape, style and finish. 
in the vicissttudes through which the colour 
question has passed during the history of the 
motor show, there have been yellows, ceds, 
brilliant greens aad vermillions, on the one 
hand, with a dull black on the cther. The 
present fashion*is represented by hues which 
combine colour with utility. 

Shape varies little from that of last year; 
but: where it has changed it is in the direc- 
tion ot Jower outline, and the substitution ol 
curves for straight lines, while style and 
finish have wunproved by a greaier use <f 
untanishable plating, stainless steel, and 
better quality of exterior workmanship. 1 
noticeable change is the tendency to tse 
wire wheels, with habs of larger dimensions.. 
In the new wheels the spokes are shorter 
and the hubs larger and flatter, so that 
strength is increased and appearance 1s 
enhanced. Closed cars retain their pre: 
cminence, and sliding, or folding, roofs ure 
becoming standard features. 

RESTRICTIONS OF NOVELTY. 

Various factors combine to restrict the 
number of noveities, petrol-engines having 
reached a stage where general principles 
relating to induction, compression, explosion 
and exhaust have settled down on more or 
less general lines, and deviation from the 
standard is confined to such matters of detail 
as the number of cylinders, design of cylinder- 
heads, type of valves, system of ignition, 
and position of cam-shaft. Other factors are 
a disposition on the part of manufacturers to 
avoid changes from specifications that have 
proved satisfactory after prolonged road 
tests in actual use, and a tendency, where 
changes become necessary, to make them as 
soon as possible without waiting for the pro- 
duction of a new season s models. 

In spite of these restricting influences, 
however, Olympia is not without its novelties, 
though there are few that have not already 
appeared in some form or other. There 1s 
one car with the engine at the rear, and 
two have front-wheel drive. In regard to 
gear boxes, those with four speeds have made 
a considerable advance since last year, and 
the type that provides a silent third gear 1s 
being largely adopted.. A novelty in con 
nection. with gear boxes is provided by a 
luxury car with six wheels and two gear 
boxes. i 

A few years ago the overhead valve in a 
detachable head appeared likely to become 
general; but this year there .s a tendency to 
return to the side-by side posilion, the de- 
being a firmly established 
ieature. Coil ignition is increasingly em- 
ployed, and the pump system oí water 
circulation is Raining in favour, as also is the 
plunger form of oil pump. Other details that 
appear in many specifications are air 
sitranglers to facilitate starting, air filters, 
dust. collectors for the induction system, and 
automatic radiator temperature controllers, 


SPEED PROBLEM. 

In regard to speed, less attention is being 
paid to claims of a hich maximum rate; a 
~ufticiently high rate is assumed in present- 
day cars, but more consideration is. being 
paid to acceleration and to deceleration. in 
modern corditions speed is desirable, not 
necessarily to enable a high rate to be main- 
tained, but because of the advantage of being 
able to make a spurt in an emergency. 
Acceleration thus is a merit possessed by 
the majority of modern cars, and it has 
another merit «n the form 


tachable head 


brought with if 
of efficient deceleration. 

An engineering formula shows that when 
1 large car is travelling at sixty miles an 
hour with five passengers a pressure of some- 
thing like four or five hundred pounds must 
be applied te the brake pedal to stop it 
within a specified distance: In order to 
enable this pressure to be exerted by one 
foot, various means are adopted; so that a 
comparatively light pressure brings others 
forces into play. The Servo self-energising 
is being widely adopted, and so 1s the 
hyJraulic pump method of assisting the 
brakes. Both have proved themselves capable 
of giving a driver far more power than other- 
wise would be possib!e. 

The next step in brake mechanism may be 
the employment of the magnetic system; 
already magnetic brakes are being discussed 
by automobile engineers, For the present, 
however, no complaint can be made concern- 
ing the brake mechanism of the 196] cars.

REGULATIONS. 
HORSE-POWER TAX. 


HINT BY MINISTER OF. 
TRANSPORT, : 


— = 


Mr. Herbert Morrison, Minister of Trans- 
port, speaking at the annual dinner of the 
Society of Motor Manafacturers and Traders, 
in London, last night, said that the passin 
of the Road Traffic Act, 1930, necessitat 
the making of new orders and regulations 
covering the whole field of the construction, 
equipment’ and maintenance of, motor 
vehicles. sett 

He had no intention of dealing harshly 
with the owners of existing vehicles. ‘They 
could not recklessly scrap the capital in- 
volved, but in the interests of public safety 
there were many commercial vehicles, omuni- 
buses and even private cars—sometimes 
described by him as animated ironmongery— 
which should really be prevented from using 
the roads. He intended to require the maxi- 
tum possible use of pneumatic tyres. 

As regarded omnibuses and motor coaches. 
he proposed to require that, as from January 
1, no new public service vehicle should be 
licensed unless it was fitted with pneumatic 
tyres. It was intended to provide a reason- 
able period of exemption for existing 
vehicles, and for those registered within a 
year of making the regulations, but a stage 
had. now been reached when we could take 
steps to ensure that within a _ reasonable 
period all ordinary forms of transport on the 
roads should be on pneumatic tyres. 

HORSE-POWER AND TAXATION. 

It was often alleged that an out-of-date 
method of calculating horse-power for taxa- 
tion purposes had hampered manufacturers 
in’ the design of vehicles suitable for 
colonial use. No one was, wedded to the 
present . horse-power formula as __ such, 
and it was, and .always had been, open 
to the Society to suggest a suitable alterna- 
tive. In view of the present position of 


way maintenance. and construction, it was 
clearly necessary. to lay down the condition 
that any alternative method of assessing 
Licence Duty must be considered on th» 
basis of produ:ing the same amount cf 
revenue. 

Mr. G. W. Forbes, Prime Minister of New 
Zealand, said that it was satisfactory to 
know that Britain was regaining lost ground 
as a supplier of the world’s requirements in 
motor vehicles, but there was still much 
ground to be recovered, even within the 
British Empire.

CHANCELLOR'S CAUSE FOR 
SATISFACTION. 

The Timea of to-day says — The prelimi- 
narv exchanges in the reassembled Reichstag 
have turned to the advantage of the 
Chancellor of the Keich and Dr. Bruning 
should deliver his Ministerial declaration to- 
day with a confidence enhanced by the 
episodes of these opening days. Inside and 
outside the House there has been storm and 
stress. but through the turmoil _ the 
Chancellor has held to his middle course 
unswervingly, has kept his Cabinet well 
together and has a fair prospect of obtaining 
Parliamentary sanction for his drastic and 
unpopular, put essential financial reforms. 
He stanas firm for the maintenance of the 
Parliamentary system and the turbulence 
inside the Reichstag building and the rowdi 
ness in the streets ave only further indica 
tious of how it may be threatened if his 
opponents are allowed to gain the upper 
hand. 

Littered streets, as Herr Hitier no doubt 
clearly perceives, are not gomg to win 
Berliners over to his cause. The broxen 
glass and damaged. goods of the Leipziger 
Strasse will probably have counted in favour 
of Dr. Bruening, and inside the. Reichstas 
the Chancellor scored a definite suécess by 
the result of the vote taken in a Communist 
motion that the House should sit again next 
day. The Government rs oa it, and, in 
spite of the union of the “ Nazis’’ and Com- 
munists in support, it was defeated. Thus 
the Chancellor can go forward with the 
knowledge that the Government majority has 
successfully withstood a combined assault of 
its mutually antagonistic revolutionary 
epponents—even when supported, as they 
were in this case, by the votes of one of the 
smailer, moderate groups. 

For the present, at all events, there stands 
between the neo-Nationalism of Hitler. and 
the yet wilder theories of the Communists 
the solid figure of President Hindenburg, 
ibly supported by Chancellor Bruening, wh 
has begun auspiciously his fight for sane and 
orderly progress on the basis of existing 
institutions.

THE EXPORT MEAT TRADE. 

On the Committee stage of the Agricultural 
Produce (Meat Regulation) Bill, Mr. J. 
Beattie (Labour) asked the Minister of Agr 
eulture for’ a definition of the phrase, 
‘attempt to send out meat from Northern 
Ireland. °’ 

Mr. Nixon said that under the Bill 
“ horse ” was meat, and apparently the car- 
ease of a dead horse could-not be sent across 
the border. He would like to know how 
many inspectors would be .required to watch 
the 250 miles of the border. A man might 
be conveying the carcase of a dead animal 
in the direction of the border to bury it in a 
bog and might be hauled up for ‘‘ attempt- 
ing to bring meat—-to wit, the body of one 
dead horse—into the Free State.” (Laugh- 
ter.) 

Replying to Mr. O'Neill (Nationalist), the 
Minister of Agriculture (Sir Edward Arch- 
dale) said that the Bill did not prevent any 
person in Northern Ireland sending a leg of 
lamb, a ham or a turkey to the Free State 
or anywhere else. 


VALUE OF THE TRADE. 

On Section 2, which provides for the grant 
ing of licences for the export of meat, ,Mr. 
Nixon (U.) criticised the unlimited powers 
proposed to be taken by the Minister in 
respect of the revocation of licences for the 
export of meat, and said that the Bill gave 
the licensee no right of appeal or redress. 

Viscount Craigavon said that the Bill had 
been introduced for the purpose of securing 
that nothing should interfere with the export 
meat. trade of Northern Ireland. That trade 
brought into Ulster each year two and a 
quarter million pounds, and if steps were not 
taken to safeguard that industry they ran 
the risk of losing not only a portion of that 
reverme, but all of it. Other countries, in- 
cluding the Free State and the Argentine, 
submitted gnarantees as to the condition of 
their exports, and this Bill should have the 
full support of every member of the House. 

Mr. Collins (Nationalist) said that the Bill 
meant that the man who slaughtered at home 
—and 90 per cent. of the trade was so carried 
on—-and brought his pigs into the market 
was knocked out of the fresh pork export 
market altogether, and had only the con- 
fined market of the local curer. 

The section was carried by 25 votes to 5. 

LIMERICK HAM ABROAD. 

Mr. Collins (Nat.), during the considera- 
tion of another amendment, said that any 
of them who went to the Continent to escape 
fie rain often saw Limerick ham on the 
menu.

QUESTIONS FOR NORTHERN 
MINISTER. 

The recent arrival in the port of Belfast 
of. a cargo of oats from Soviet Russia will 
form the subject of three questions which 
Mr. Rowley Elliott (South Tvrone) will ad- 
dress to the Minister of Agriculture in the 
Northern Parliament to-day. 

In the first place, Mr. Elliott will ask 
whether the Minister is aware that the oats 
in question were, in fact, discharged at the 
port of Belfast; whether all necessary pre- 
cautions are being taken by his Department 
to ensure that these oats come from non- 
infected areas in Russia; whether he can 
guarantee that no foot-and-mouth disease had 
been known to exist where thse oats were 
grown; and whether he is satisfied that a 
properly constituted and efficient Ministry js 
acting in Russia to issue to his Ministry 
declarations regarding this very important 


‘matter. 


INFORMATION WANTED. 

The second question seeks information as 
to whether the Ministry is taking steps 
to trace tha various consignments of 
Soviet oats now being despatched all over 
the Six-County area, so that in the event 
of an epidemic arising he will be able to 
localise it. 


THE DESCRIPTION. 

The third, and last, question asks, whether 
the description given to these oats (‘‘ Baltic 
oats ’’) is not a misleading one, and what 
steps the Minister is taking to see that 
these oats are sold and described to the 
purchasers in such a manner so as to ensure 
that they will know exactly what they are 
—s and the risks they are running 
y using them for feeding purposes.
